Later in the day the Georgians visited the 
Texan headquarters, where this action 
Was reported and the Texans angrily re- 
pudiated the action of Mr. Davis. Embold- 
ened by the censure of a man who had 
helped prepare the way for Bryan, an at- 
tempt was made .to call upon Mr. Bryan 
by telegraph as to whether he stood upon 
the Omaha platform. By this time some of 
the more thoughtful members of the dele- 
gation seeing that the trend was to Bryan 
refused to become a party to this scheme 
and it was voted down.

Hon. Lafe Pence Talks. 

In order to have all the light possible, 
the Georgians met in the St. James this 
evening to hear the whole matter discussed 
by Lafe Pence, who advocated the straight 
out indorsement of Bryan. He said: 

The issue before us is wheter we shall 
permit McKinley to be elected president 


of the United States. It is our own 
misfortunes that the other great par- 
ties have held their national conven- 


tions first, and we have only ourselves 
to blame if our work is confined to a 
choice between Bryan and McKinley. 

Had we held our convention first, as 
we had the privilege of doing, we could 
have resolved the wishes of the people 
into a platform and forced one of the 
others to choose. Tn explanation of this 
failure to seize the opportunity, it may 
be pleaded that we were so sure that 
both the other parties would be com- 
mitted to the gold standard that we 
hesitated, hoping to attack them both 
at once. 

But there were patriotic men in the 
democratic party who defied both power 
and prejudices, who went into the cam- 
paign fighting the people’s cause and 
who won the day in Chicago. They re- 

. pudiated the men.who had crippled dem- 

ocrdcy; they inscribed the wishes of 
the people upon the platform; they 
placed a man after our own hearts on 
that platform, and now, whether we 
like it or not, the issue is between the 
people, headed by Bryan, and Mclitin- 
ley,the candidate of the trusts, monopo- 
lies, rings and goldbugs. 

Shall we, by dividing the people, 
contribute to the election of McKinley? 
There is no escaping that question. I 
am aware of the fact that populism 
in Georgia and throughout the south 
owes much to the weekly press and 
that the claim is made that the in- 
dorsement of Bryan might make our 
organization unnecessary, and thus 
hurt the press. I take a higher view 
of the situation than that. The highest 
commendation of the populist party 
would be that it was brave enough to 
forego motives of selfishness in order 
to advance the people's cause. Go be- 
fore the people and tell them that we 
rendered the defeat of goldbugism 
impossible, because we wanted to save 
the berths of a few sheriffs and jus- 
tices of the peace. 

Pence’s remarks were so to the point that 
they could not be readily answered. Frank 


Burkett, of Mississippi, was introduced 
on motion of Agitator Osborne, but he 
fell into the very trap outlined by Pence 


of pleading for the loaves and fishes rather 
than the accomplishment of the people’s 
wishes in legislation. 

“T regret that Mr. Pence,’’ said he, 
was a former populist—’’ 

“And am one yet,” interjected Pence. 

“Who was a former populist,”’ continued 
Burkett. 

“Shame on you, shame on you,” hissed 
Pence. 

Then Burkett went on to unfold his com- 
plex idea of joint electors as fully de- 
scribed yesterday. 

He was followed by a delegate from 
California, who announced himself as an 
editor who wanted the party upheld no 
matter how the election might go.

St. Louis, July 21.—One of the features 
of the afternoon session of the national 


committee of the silver party was @ 


speech made by Mr. Battell, the member 
from Vermont. Mr. Battell created con- 
siderable enthusiasm when he asserted 
that the farmers of Vermont were in open 


revolt against existing conditions. 

The great majority, he said, cannot be 
induced to go into the democratic party, 
but he predicted that many of the number 
would support Bryan and Sewall because 
of their belief in silver. He asserted that 
the republicam.state ¢ommittee was as- 
tounded at the attitude assumed by the 
republicam farmers and that they were 
uncertain What course to pursue. 

Mr,.Foster, of Oregon, speaking of the 
proposition at it was very essential fhat 
the silver parfy*ahould Continue their or- 
gan jon as ‘an independent political 
body with whieh republicans and demo- 
crats could both consistently unite in their 
support of free silver, asserted that Bryan 
and Sewall would carry Oregon by a ma- 
jority of at least 10,000. 

Mr. George W. Thompson, of the state 
of Washington, was elected to a place on 
the committee and following this came the 
appointment of a special committee con- 
sisting of Senator Jones, of Nevada, and 
Messrs Stevens, of Colorado; Baker, of 
California; Thompson, of Washington, and 
Devine, of Nebraska, to draft an address 
to the public calling upon all friends of 
silver to support Bryan ani Sewall. 

It is probable that the platform of the 
silver convention to be adopted tomorrow 
will consist of a declaration of principles 
demanding a restoration of the former 
metallic money—gold and silver. Unless 
the present programme is changed this 
declaration will be wordéd as follows: 

Be it resolved, That over and above 
all other questions of policy we are in 
favor of restoring to the people of the 
United States the time- ored money 
of the constitution—gold and silver— 
not one but both—the money of Wash- 
ington and Hamilton and@ Jefferson and 


Monroe and Jackson and Zincoln, to the 
end that the American gepple may re- 
ceive honest pay for ay st product; 


the American debtor pays his just ob- 
ligations in an honest standard and not 
in a standard that is appreciated’ 100° 
per cent above all great staples of our 
country; and to that end, further, that 
silver standard countries mfay be de- 
prived of the unjust advantage’ they 
now enjoy in the difference in exchange 
between gold and silver—an advantage 
which tariff legislation aloéne cannot 
overcome, 

We therefore confidently appeal to the 
people of the United States to leave in 
abeyance for the moment all other 
questions, however important and mo- 
mentous they appear, to sunder if need 
be, all former party ties and affiliations 
and unite in one supreme effort to free 
themselves and their children from the 
domination of the money power—a pow- 
er more destructive than any which has 
ever been fostered upon the civilized 
men of any race or in any age.

Franklin and Mrs. Brown, who were then 
living together as man and wife, were ar- 
rested, charged with poisoning Mrs. Frank- 
lin and Mr. Brown. They were tried, con- 
victed and sentenced to the penitentiary 
for life. 

The case has been appealed and the gen- 
eral verdict is that the lower court will 
be reversed and that the two will hang. 
This case rivals the famous Baker-Gilmore 
case which excited national attention near 
here a few years ago.

He admits that he 
heard a scream during the night, but it 
did not disturb him enough to wake him 
up, although his cabin was next to that 
in which the murders were committed. 
The weapon used was an ax. The crew 
profess the same ignorance that over- 
whelms Monck of when, how and by whom 
the murders were committed. 

Pilot White boarded the barkentine off 
Sambro at 6 o’clock this morning and found 
Monck and the colored steward, Joshua 
Spence, in charge. 

Monek told the pilot that he had placed 
the first mate, named Bram, in irons, and 
that he and the steward took charge. 
Monck is well dressed and of gentlemanly 
bearing. He is the son of a wealthy Bos- 
tonian and is a member of the Harvard 
sophomore class. Owing to ill-health he 
Was sent cn this voyage to recuperate. 

It is now believed that the motive for 
the crime was robbery, as the captain and 
Mr. Monck had considerable money with 
them. 

Bram, who was at the wheel at the time 
of the murder, has, it is understood, made 
a statement that he saw through a pane 
of glass in the cabin the captain being 
struck with an ax or club, and that he had 
given the police the name of the party who 
held the weapon. The police refuse to di- 
vulge the name.

Bankers Suddenly Desire To Stop a 
Bond Issue, 


SITUATION IS PARADOXICAL 


Gold Holders Are Keeping the Cur- 
rency Stable Without Cost Until 
After the Election. 


New York, July 21.—Steps have been 


taken to unite the principal national banks 
of this city in a movement to protect the 
government gold reserve. Recent large 
withdrawals of gold from the sub-treasury 
for shipment to Europe, the disposition 
manifested in certain financial quarters to 
hoard the yellow metal and the panicky 
condition of the stock market have caused 


geome sertous discussions among observant 
the 


and public spirited financiers within 
past few days. 
Although no formal conferences were 


hel4, some of the leading bank presidents 
exchanged views and the conclusion was 
reached that the situation 
tion on the part of the banks such as would 
allay public fears and revive confidence in 
the stability of values. 

Therefore an earnest effort was made to 
get the New York banks to put $15,000,000 
or $20,000,000 of gold into the sub-treasury 
fn exchange for legal tender notes. 

F. PD. Tappan, president of the Gallatin 
National bank, called at several of the 
banks down town this morning and pro- 
posed that as many of the banks as pos- 
sible enter into an agreement to supply 
gold enough to the sub-treasury to carry 
the reserve above the $100,000,000 mark. Mr. 
Tappan’s mission was eminently success- 
of his fellow 


warranted ac- 


ful. He found nearly all 
bank presidents heartily in accord with 
the proposition submitted. He said this 


afternoon: 

The gold to be contributed to the 
treasury has been collected entirely 
among banks which belong to the New 
York clearing house. About $18,000,000 
has been pledged up to the present. It 
fs hoped to increase the amount to 
$20,000,000. Some of the trust companies 
which have gold may be asked to con- 
tribute. I telegraphed today to a 
prominent bank officer in Boston asking 
him to collect gold there for the 
treasury. He replied by telephone that 
he would interest the banks in the 
Boston clearing house in the matter. 

I have not met with a declination 
from a single bank that I selected as a 
contributor. There has been the 
heartiest co-operation by the banks. The 
list will not be completed before Thurs- 
day and no gold will be delivered to the 
subt-reasury before that day. There is 
no way of preventing gold exports so 
long as it is cheaper for the Berlin 
bankers to obtain gold in New York 
than in London or elsewhere. The 
situation may change so that it will be 
cheaper to get gold in London.

WANT DIRECT LEGISLATION. 

League Organized in St. Louis Which 
Will Go Before Both Conventions. 

St. Louis, July 21.—A new element was 
injected into the programme of the two 
conventions today by the organization of 
the National Direct Legislation League. 

About sixty delegates met in pursuance 
to a call issued last April. Eltweed Pome- 
roy, of Newark, N. J., was elected presi- 
dent: Jesse White, of Omaha, recording 
secretary, and J. W. Arrowsmith, of 
Orange, N. J., corresponding secretary. 

Three sessions were held by the league 
today, the last being a mass meeting, at 
which public addresses were made by ad- 
vocates of direct legislation. 

The league proposes to establish affiliat- 

ing bodies in different states and to carry 
on a systematic propaganda on the sub- 
ject of direct legislation of the initiative 
and referendum. 
A long list of vice presidents was named, 
including among the number Postmaster 
General William®L. Wilson, of West Vir- 
ginia. Very few of the gentlemen named 
were present, but Chairman Pomeroy 
stated that Postmaster General Wilson 
and other prominent men selected as vice 
presidents were in sympathy with the di- 
rect legislation movement. 

At the evening session Ignatius Donnel- 
ly, of Minnesota; Edward Evans, of the 
national reform party; Sheridan Webster, 
chairman of the St. Louis people’s party; 
Paul Vandervorrt, of the national legion, 
and B. O. Flower, of Massachusetts, spoke. 

A committee composed of Eltweed Pome- 
roy, Miss Anna L. Diggs and Sheridan 
Webster was appointed to urge the adop- 
tion of a direct legislation plank at the 
poplist convention and another committee 
composed of William P. St. John, H. M. 
Harvey and George P. Keeney, was ap- 
pointed to perform the same mission at the 
silver convention. 


THIRTY-THREE DIE EVERY DAY. 


Surgeon General Wyman’s Report on 
Cuba’s Sanitary Condition. 


General 


Washington, July 21.—Surgeon 
Wyman, of the marine hospital service, 
has received advices from sanitary in- 
spector Caminero, giving the senitary con- 
dition of Santiago de Cuba for the week 
ending July 4th last. 

During that time there were ninety 
deaths, nine from yellow fever, forty-one 


from small pox, ten from dysentery, six 
from diarrhoea, five from remittent fever 
and the rest from common diseases not con- 
tagious. - 

Dr. Caminero stated that smal! pox was 
taking a most virulent form, and the num- 
ber of cases increased daily. Yellow fever 
had also taken a malignant character, and 
all the cases end fatally at present. Dysen- 
tery was causing many deaths and ma- 
laria was fearfully severe among the chil- 
dren, many of whom die from the perni- 
clous form of intermittent fever. 

Eight per cent of the small pox cases 
were in non-vaccinated colored people. 
They are opposed to being vaccinated while 
the epidemic rages from fear of catching 
the disease, but the government will make 
vaccination compulsory now. 

Under date of July 6, 1896, the United 
States consul at Cienfuegas reported seven 
deaths from yellow fever in Cienfuegos dur- 
ing the week ending July 4th. During the 
Same period there were sixty-two deaths 
from small pox. 

The United States commercial agent at 
Cardenas reported that during the week 
ended July 4th there were seven cases of 
yellow fever in Cardenas, of which two 
were fatal. 

The United States sanitary inspector at 
Habanas reported 225 deaths in the city 
during the week ended July 9, 1896. Twen- 
ty were caused by yellow fever, with ap- 
proximately fifty new cases. Of the twen- 
ty deaths by llow fever during the week, 
nineteen occufred among the Spanish 
troops in the fhilitary hospital. There were

TEN LIVES ARE L081 


Kentucky Has a Fatal and Destructive 
Cloudburst. 


GREAT DOWNPOUR OF WATER 


Railroad Bridges Washed Away and 
Travel Stopped—Houses Demol- 
ished and Crops Injured. 


Frankfort, Ky., July 21.—A cloud burst 
occurred this morning at 4 o’clock on 
Benson's creek. four miles from here, re- 
sulting in the death of at least ten people. 
The drowned are: 

James Bradley, his wife and five chil- 
dren. 

Mrs. Bryant, a widow, and two small 
children. Other deaths may also be found. 

The Louisville and Nashville railroad 
bridge was swept away and great damage 
was done to property in the country. 

Benson creek, in the western portion of 
the county, crosses the various turnpikes, 
six miles of town, then crosses the rail- 
road four miles from town and comes down 
along the side o: the railroad till it emp- 
ties into the river in the middle of the 
town. 

Mrs. Bryant kept a toll gate near the 
bridge. The little tolJhouse was right on 
the creek and just across from James 
Bradley’s, and not far from her father’s, 
Squire Moore. 

The Conway mill, just above, was the 
first to go. Its timbers must have swept 
away the Bryant and Bradley houses. 
These houses themselves must have hit 
the railroad bridge two miles below, as no 
mill timbers are seen below. The bridge 
was,swept away with terrible force. Every- 
thing about it, iron and all, except tne 
main abutment, is gone. 

All railroad trains from Frankfort, Lex- 
ington and intermediate points are cut off 
from Louisville. 

The Chesapeake and Ohio train from 
Lexington found it impossible to go to 
Louisville over the Louisville and Soutuern 
and after trying to come to Frankfort, 
went back to Lexington to remain, Ten 
minutes after the cloud burst, Benson 
creek, which empties into the Kentucky 
river immediately below town, was a mad, 
swollen river, covering the valley on either 
bank and sweeping everything before it. 
The first thing to go was the Louisville 
and Nashville bridge across the creek 
and about three miles from town. It was 
a new bridge on new masonry, but the 
superb structure was not fastened down 
and it was carried away like chaff before 
the wind. The first train out of Frankfort 
this morning, thé 5 o’clock accommoda- 
tion, was warned before it reached the 
dangerous gap and returned to town with 
its passengers. 

The other Louisville and Nashville and 
Chesapeake and Ohio trains from. Lexing- 
ton and the east are being held till some 
arrangements for transferring passengers 
and baggage can be made. It is believed 
that this will be possible this afternoon 
when, if the creek has fallen sufficiently, 
a farm wagon and the wagon road below 
will be used as transfers. 
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PEREZ HAS AN EYE SHOT OUT. 


Cuban General Predicts a Great Battle 
Very Soon. 

New York, July 21. Rafael Perez, an aid 
de camp of General Serafin Sanchez, of the 
Cuban army, arrived yesterday on the 
Atlas line steamship Alene, from King- 
ston, Jamaica. 

Mr. Perez was shot in the right eve dur- 
ing an engagement at Mal Tiempo, be- 
tween Santa Clara and Matanzas. The 
bullet went through his eye and came out 
near the right ear. He feared he would 
lose the sight of the other eye and came to 
this city for treatment. Mr. Perez said: 

“The condition of things is very encour- 
aging. We have from 30,000 to 40,000 men in 
our ranks and 100,000 who would join if we 
could equip them. We have the finest artil- 
lery corps ever in Cuba, called the Wil- 
mington corps, in honor of the expedition 
which left that city. The commander is an 
American. I want to deny the killing of 
Jose Maceo by Garcia’s orders, for I know 
that the two were the best of friends and 
were fighting the common cause. No jeal- 
ousy exists among our soldiers, for we all 
have but one idea—free Cuba. Garcia has 
complete: control over eastern Cuba and 
the Spanish in that section are in a state of 
Siege. Maceo is in daily communication 
with Gomez, in spite of the trocha. You 
Will hear of a great battle by Gracia in a 
few weeks, as preparations are nearly com- 
pleted.”’ 

Mr. Perez escaped from Cuba with eleven 
others by means of a small boat, July 13th. 
Twenty hours afterwards they reached Ja- 
maica and sailed for this city.

St. Louis, Mo., July 21.—The national 
committee of the populist party met at 
10:30 this morning. to perfect the temporary 
organization of thé convention. Chairman 
Taubeneck presided and about fifty mem- 
bers were present. This committee is or- 
ganized upon a radically different basis 
from that of the old parties. Each state 
and territory is entitled to three mgmbers 
and out of the entire membership of 153 a 
central executive eommittee of nine is 
chosen to manage the campaigns. The 
committee comprises two female members 
—Mrs. Anna L. Diggs, of the District of 
Columbia, who was present today, and 
Mrs. A. O. Haskins, from Arizona. There 
are no persons in official life on the com- 
mittee except Senator Marion Butler, of 
North Carolina, who carries a proxy. 

here were but two contests of import- 
ance—those from Colorado and Illinois. The 
former involved the entire state delegation. 
The latter, the twenty-seven delegates from 
Cook county (Chicago). The Colorado con- 
testants were headed by ex-Governor 
Waite, but he having declared in favor of 
Bryan’s nomination his colleagues deposed 
him for another leader. 

After the matter of membership of the 
committee it said it had been determined 
that the committee proceed to consider ap- 
plications by a number of states for in- 
creased representation in the convention. 

The basis upon which this is made by 
the national committee in its call is one 
delegate for each member of congress from 
the state and an additional delegate for 
each 2,000 votes cast at the preceding gen- 
eral election. In making up the table of 
delegates for this convention the national 
committee was compelled to act upon data 
contafned itn the various political almanacs 
and in the caseief a number of states 
this information proved to be inaccurate. 

The committeemen from each southern 
state demonstrated by certified copies of 
the tabulation of votes tn his state that the 
populists were entitled to an increase in 
the number of delegates of frem one to five, 
the latter being allowed the state of Texas. 
The several territories were allowed six 
delegates instead of four, making their 
representation equal to that in the dem- 
ocratic and republican conventions. Okla- 
homa was given the same right of repre- 
sentation as the states—that is, one dele- 
gate for its delegate in congress and one 
for each 2.90 votes, which made its total 
representation nine. A recess Was then 
taken. ° 

The national committee of the national 
silver party met this morning at the Lin- 
dell hotel. but after a brief session a recess 


was taken until 1 o’clock, when a secret 
session was held at Dr. Mott's room, at the 
same hotel

Immediately upon reassembling shortly 
after 2 o’clock the committee took Up the 
Cook county, Illinois, contest. Two speak- 
ers were heard for each delegation—Sey- 
mour Stedman and William Burns for the 
Burns-Hogan faetion, contesting, and H. 
S. Taylor and G. M. Miller for the Taylor 
contestees. There iare twenty-two seats 
involved. 

Upon the determination of the question 
there was much confusion in the committee 
and several motions were made and put 
by the chairman.

This evoked con- 
siderable discussion and was finally de- 
feated. 

Mr. Donnelly’s motion to give members 
of both delegations a half vote each was 
agreed to—49 to 18. 

This announcement of the result was u&& 
ceived with much satisfaction by the 
members of the Burns-Hogan faction in 
the corridor, which was intensified when 
Mr. Donnelly appeared and stated that 
Dr. Taylor had sent a message to the 
committee saying he should decline to sit 
in the convention with his opponents. 

The next case called was that from the 
nineteenth Ohio district, the one formerly 
represented in congress by Joshua Gid. 
dings, Wade and Garfield. This was over 
a question of regularity. By a unanimous 
vote it was decided that the delegation 
selected at the convention called by the 
district committeemen was regular and en- 
titled to seats. The committee then voted 
to proceed to selection of temporary chair- 
man and temporary secretary. The ex- 
pectation that this would afford a test of 
the Bryan and anti-Bryan strength in the 
convention was not realized, for the name 
of General James B. Weaver, of Iowa, who 
had been spoken of as a Bryan candidate 
for the place, was not mentioned. Mr: 
Gutherie, of North Carolina, the probable 
populist candidate for governor of that 
state, presented the name of Senator Mar- 
ion Butler, of rth Carolina, claiming 
that the mantle of Leonidas Polk had 
fallen upon hinr and the honor sought was 
due to North Carolina because she had 
been the first to break the solfd south.

Burns-Hogan and Taylor Delegations 
Battle with Fists. 

St. Louis, Mo., July 21.—The contesting 
delegations from Illinois got mixed up in 
the hallway outside the rqom in which the 
national committee was hearing their re- 
spective claims this evening and blows 
were exchanged. 

The committee met.at 9 o'clock and had 
been in session only a few minutes when 
the contestants, headed by Burns and Ho- 
gan, made some remarks about the Dr. 
Taylor faction, which Taylor resented. 

The lie was passed and in a second the 
two factions mixed up on the floor. Dr. 
Taylor was thrown down twice. He used 
his fists to good advantage and landed 
several blows on the faces of his opponents. 
The men were pulled apart, but got to- 
gether a second time. Dr. Taylor was 
thrown and several men piled up on top 
of him. There were threats of resorting 
to firearms when the police arrived and 
restored order. 

Meanwhile the national committee heard 
claims of the contesting delegates and by 
a vote.of 36 to 26 threw out the Burns- 
Hogan faction and seated the delegation 
headed by Dr. Taylor. This was a victory 
for Chairman Taubeneck, at whose sug- 
gestion the case was reopened. After the 
result was announced and the two delega- 
tions left the room, there were several epi- 
thets passed, but the police prevented per- 
sonal conflicts. 

The Burns-Hogan people say they will 
go before the committee on credentials and 
will carry the fight to the floor of the con- 


vention. 


KANSAS EDITORS WANT BRYAN. 


They Walk Out of Meeting and Adopt 
Resolutions. 

St. Louis, Mo., July 21.—The Reform Press 
Association, composed of editors of popu- 
list and free silver newspapers, met in the 
headquarters of the populists today. 

A committee, whose members were J. 
M.. Mallett, of Texas; A. P. Tugwell, 
Washington; A. C. Brown, Massachusetts; 
Frank Burkett, Mississippi; M. W. WilkK- 
ins, California, and Ignatius Donnelly, Min- 
nesota, reported an address which was 
flatfoot for an independent action by the 
populist convention. 

It denounced fusion or coalition with 
either of the old parties and declared em- 
phatically against the indorsement of Mr. 


Bryan. The reading of.the address was 
followed by a stormy scene. It was put 
through with a rush, however, and the 


Kansas members of the association walked 
out of the room to emphasize their disap- 
proval. They drew up the following reso- 
lution and attached. their signatures there- 


to: 

With the spirit of the address we are 
in accord, but believe that the only 
way to relieve the people of this coun- 
try from goldbugism and MeKinleyism 
is to nominate Bryan and Sewall on 
a populist platform.

Mr. Sreator. of Illinois, the people's 
party candidate for president in 1888, and 
Mr. James G. Field, of Virginia, the candi- 
date of the same party for vice president 
four years ago, are stated to have cdme 
out In favor Mggtne indorsement of Bryan 
and Sewall. . 

The indorsement of Mr. Bryan by the sil- 
verites’ convention seems certain. The 
leaders of that party gives this assurance 
and are working hard with the populists 
to convert the ‘‘doubtful.” 

A large number of the populists are de- 
manding recognition of ‘‘some substantial 
character’’ from the Bryan people. No 
clear way to comply with their request 
has yet been suggested, but this does not 
alter the course of its promoters. 


Bryan Telegraphs Tennesseeans. 

Lewisburg, Tenn., July 21.—(Svecial.)— 
Hon. Ernest Pillow and Judge W. C.

GOSSIP OF TWO CONVENTIONS 


St. Louis, July 21.—The “Slamese twin” 
conventions which will meet here tomor- 
row in different halls, but at the sanre 
hour, will have as the ligature that binds 
them together in a settled purpose only 
the free silver plank of the Chicago plat< 
form. There igs no attempt to disguise the 
truth that on all other issues the two 
conventions will be hopelessly divided. 

The national silver party, whose call was 
issued January 4, 1896, stated that the 
paramount issue it had to consider was 
“the gold standard, gold bonds and bank 
currency on the one side, and the bimetal- 
lic standard, no bonds, and government 
currency on the other.” 

On this platform a representation of 
1,318 votes was proposed for the national 
silver convention, but not more than 300 
of these straight silver delegates are re- 
corded as present in the city, and scarcely 
more than that number is likely to be 
present when Dr. J. J. Mott. of North 
Carolina, calls the convention of silver 
men to order tomorfow. 


The representation of the people's party, 
Or as it is generally termed the populist 
party of the United States, was establish- 
ed on a ratio which should have yielded 
1,358 delegates and 656 alternates, a total 
of 2,034. Chairman Taubeneck, who is not 
the least sanguine of the executive of- 
ficers of the people's party, does not ven- 
ture to anticipate a larger attendance than 
1,000 delegates and alternates tomorrow. 

The national silver party is to meet in 
what fs known as the “Music Hall.” Its 
course will be all plain sailing. It has 
only one purpose in view—the indorsement 
of free coinage of silver. It will listen with 
more or leas attention to long scholarly 
addresses from Mr, Francis G. Newland,

of Nevada, “the silverite’’ congressman, its 


chosen temporary president, and from Mr. 
William P. 8t. John, of New York, ¢x- 
banker, who will be the permanent presi- 
dent. 

This body will in all probabffity follow 
its programme, which is to indorse the 
Chicago nominees on a silver platform, 
issue an address to the people, and either 
adjourn promptly or prolong the convention 
by long speeches until its more turbulent 
neighbor has concluded its proceedings. 

The people’s party wil? assemble in the 
sante hall which recently echoed with the 
name of McKinley as the republican nomi- 
nee. As to what the course of its pro- 
cedure will be, the claims of the two 
factions are tonight quite as divergent as 
they have ever been. 

The presence of Senator Jones, of Ar- 
kansas, chairman of the democratic na- 
tional executive committee, and his fre- 
quent interviews with prominent populist 
delegates has naturally given rise to rum- 
ofs that a ‘“‘deal’’ was on which would 
secure the indorsement of Bryan and 
Sewall by the convention, and such recog- 
nition of the people’s party as would in- 
duce them to sink for the time being their 
own identity. 


Against this theory Mr. Taubeneck, 
chairman of the people’s party, interposes 
the strongest kind of a disclaimer, assert- 
ing with vehemence that the populists in- 
tend to nominate candidates of their own 
upon a platform of their own. 

There has been all day strong talk of 
nominating a southern populist for the 
second place on the ticket even if Bryan 
should secure sufficient strength to be in- 
dorsed for first place. 

But shrewd manipulators who are -man- 
aging matters say that “‘the tail goes with 
the hide” and that if they carry Bryan 
through, of which they have no doubt, 
Sewall will follow. The ‘middle of the 
road” men, on the other hand, are claiming 
to have carried everything before them. 
They held a meeting tonight and counted 
twenty states as with them in a determina- 
tion not to indorse the Chicago ticket. 

But their opponents assert that they 
counted all the recalcitrant Bryan men 
as representing their states, whereas the 
full delegation, if polled, would have been 
adverse to them. 


Both sides seem at a loss to estimate the 
significance of the selection of Senator 
Marion Butler, of North Carolina, by the 
national committee as the temporary chair- 
man of the convention. He has been claim- 
ed by each faction and appears not to 
have committed himself irrevocably to 
either. 

This may perhaps explain his unanimous 
selection as the temporary presiding officer 
of the convention. That it will be a pic- 
turesque and curiously interesting gather- 
ing is already assured. Among those to 
be present are General Weaver, of lowa, 
and Mr. Streator, of Illinois, both former 
candidates for the presidency on the popu- 
list ticket, and General Fields, of Virginia, 
candidate four years ago for the vice presi- 
dency. 


Eugene V. Debs and his leutenant, 
Burns, who shared his imprisonment; Mrs. 
Helen Gougar, Mrs. Mary Ellen Lease, 
“General’.Jacobd S. Coxey and Carl Browne 
are here. These and other possibilities will 
intermix with the grizzled wheat farmers 
of the west, the cotton planters of the 
south and the enthusiastic new converts 
from the east and middle states who will 
go to make up this convention. 

The middle of the road men are claim- 
ing tonight that they will control the 
convention and defeat the Bryan men’s 
programme. Mr. J. W. Casty, who is the 
leading spirit of the, middle of, the road 
men headquarters, says that fulfy 600 of 
the 1,000 delegates present favor the mid- 
dle road idea, which is in opposition to 
fusion or to the nomination of any per- 
son who is not directly identified with the 
populist party. 

General J. S. Coxey, of Ohio, shares the 
belief that Mr. Bryan cannot be nominated. 
Coxey was this afternoon chosen by the 
Ohio delegation to” represent the state on 
the committee on resolutions. 

In Coxey’s optnion the platform will be 
presented to the convention on Thursday, 
and will be a practical reaffirmation of 
the Omaha platform of 1892. Texas dele- 
gates who are making a strong fight 
against indorsing Bryan, called a meeting 
of representatives from all states in ac- 
cord with the plan of nominating a straight 
populist ticket. The following states were 
represented: Alabamfa, Arkansas, Cali- 
fornia, Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Louisiana, Missouri, Mississippi, Minnesota, 
New York, North Carolina, Oregon, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Texas, West Virginia, 
Washington and Wisconsin. 

Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, Mississippi, 
Missouri, North Carolina were reported 
solid against Rryan. Jllinois and Indiana 
were reported half in favor of Bryan and 
half against. On the reports that were re- 
ceived it is represented that the middle of 
the road people have 100 majority in the 
convention. 

Senator Butler, of North Carolina, told 
a delegation from this meeting that he was 
in favor of the adoption of a platform and 
of tendering the presidential nomination 
on that platform to Mr. Bryan. 

This report was received with loud ex- 
pressions of disapproval, and the proposi- 
tion was made that some good middle of 
the road man be run for temporary chair- 
man against Senator Butler, and he be 
turned down as Senator David B. Hill was 
at Chicago. 

This proposition was indorsed and Jerome 
C. Kirby, the populist nominee for governor 
of Texas, was suggested. Just as the vote 
was about to be taken, however, a Texas 
delegate suggested that Texas did not de- 
sire to assume the position of leading the 
fight against the choice of the national 
committee with their man, and after some 
further debate, Judge O. J. Jones, of 
Missouri, was agreed upon as the most 
available man for the place and a commit- 
tee was sent to confer with him, but at 
a late hour had not reported. 


A steering committee representing sixteen 
states was appointed tonight with instruc- 
tions to work with members of other state 
delegations with d@ view to preventing the 
nomination of &ny candidate not avowedly 
in sympathy with the principles of the 
people’s party. While Mr. Bryan’s name 
was not used, it is @Ghderstood that he is 
considered ineligible.

WOMAN IN THE WELL 


Thompson Now Says That Mrs. Tudor 
Was Murdered. 


TELLS QUITE ANOTHER STORY 
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When Jailed, the Prisoner Declared 
That the Woman  Suicided 
Before Him, 


Rome, Ga., July 21.—(Special.)—Today 
Charles Thompson told a story differing 
altogether from his first confession in re- 
gard to the death of Mrs, Anne Tudor, his 
housekeeper and mistress. 

Thompson has grown a stubby black 
beard since his incarceration in May last 
and has improved considerably in appear- 
ance. 

At the time he was arrested he stated 
that he had employed the woman to keep 
house for him and to look after his little 
children, and that he did not know that 
she was a woman of shady reputation until 
after she had been with him a year or so. 

He acknowledged telling her that she 
must seek a home elsewhere and that she 
said that she had nowhere to go and that 
she wanted to die. 

He Suggested the Suicide. 

He said that he told her that she must 
go and that if she wanted to kill herself 
she could jump in the well. This seemed to 
prey upon her mind and she importuned 
him until he accompanied her to the old 
well on the slope of Lone mountain, where 
she tied the rocks in the skirt of her dress, 
placed the cord around her own neck 
and swung off, strangling herself. 

He said that he drew the body to the 
surface and finding that she was dead, 
cut the cord and allowed her to sink to 
the bottom, covered up the mouth of the 
well and left. 

A New Tale. 

This morning he told an entirely new 
tale. He said that a man named Bill Dur- 
Ilham, a obrotiher-in-law of the woman, 
first induced him to take her to his home 
as a housekeeper. 

Not long afterwards Durham, he said, 
visited his house and from the actions of 
the two he became convinced that there 
was something wrong and he remonstrated 
with Durham. 

A few weeks before the tragedy, he says, 
she told him that she feared that she had 
been betrayed and he sent for a doctor, 
who contirmed her fears. When asked 
who was responsible for her betrayal she 
said that it was Bill Durham. 

Thompson denied an intimacy with her, 
but said that Durham visited her during 
his absence. He claims now that he told 
her that she must seek a new home and 
that she sent for Durham. 

The latter promised to secure her a 
home in Alabama, as her mother had run 
her off once. 

A Midnight Row. 

On the Saturday night of the tragedy 
Thompson says that Durham came to his 
house at e« late hour, awoke him and Mrs. 
Tudor and took them outside for consulta- 
tlon so as not to wake the children. Dur- 
ham then told them that the man had come 
from Alahuma to carry her home with 
him, but she refused to go, saying that she 
had rather go to her brother's house, a 
short distance away. 

Durham ‘hen told her that he would 
take her there and would not wait for her 
Me get her bonnet, but told her to wear his 
lat. 

He then compelled Thompson, so the 
latter says, to take a solemn vow that he 
woull not reveal his connection with the 
affair and the two left together. 

Thonipson says that on the next day 
when they were In search of the woman 
he became so frightened at their 
threats to put his children in jail that he 
confessed his part in the crime to save 
them. 

Durham has never exhibited ahy signs 
of guilt and has been visiting the city at 
intervals, having been here Monday. Opin- 
ion is divided among Thompson's friends, 
but most people- believe that he alone was 
responsible for the woman’s misfortune 
and that he murdered her and threw the 
body in the old well on the mountain 
side. 

The grand jury will take up the matter 
tomorrow and if a true bill is found his 
trial will follow immediately. Hon. -Sea- 
born Wright will defend him.

Great Divide Among the Republicans 
Is Increasing, 


ARGUMENT AND AN ANSWER

Buck Faction Gives Its Position and 
Editor Gordon Comes Back 
with a Warm Reply. 


The pathway of the republican party in 
Georgia seems scattered with stubble. 

There is an increasing disposition with 
the colored element to oust the old leaders 
and establish new lines. The Love faction 
has announced that it will refuse to abide 
by any action taken by the republican state 
central committee appointed by Colonel 
Buck and called to convene in Macon next 
Saturday. They claim that E. K. Love is 
the authorized chairman and declare that 
they will yield to no mandate put out by 
the Buck faction. 

Colonel Buck will tgnore them. Major 
W. H. Smythe was seen yesterday after- 
noon and gave the following statement of 
the case: 

“It shows that we are right,”’ he said. 
“Our position has not been stated before. 
Here it is just as we presented it at the 
national convention: 

“A. E. Buck, H. L. Johnson, H. A. 
Rucker and’/J. H. Deveaux, contestees, Vs. 
A. E. Buck, H. L. Johnson, R. R. Wright 
and J. kk. Hetherington, contestants. 
STATEMENT OF GROUNDS OF CON- 

TESTEES FOR OPPOSING CLAIM OF 

CONTESTANTS. 

“The said contestees, for themselves and 
their alternates, R. D. Locke, L. M,. Pleas- 
ant, B. J. Davis and R. R. Wright, claim 
that by the republHcan state convention, 
called by lawful authority, duly held April 
29, 1896, in the city of Atlanta, in said state 
of Georgia, and duly organized, they were 
duly chosen and certified as delegates and 
alternates as aforesaid to the republican 
national convention, called to be held at St. 
Louis June 16, 1896. 

“That subsequent to the adjournment of 
the regular convention aforesaid a mass 
meeting over which E. K. Love was chalr- 
man, wrongfully claiming to be a conven- 
tion, Was held, which elected the aforesaid 
contestants as delegates to the said 
national republican convention, That the 
said mass meeting, or so-called convention, 
was not assembled by any lawful au- 
thority; nor was it duly organized from 
any list of delegates, certified to by any 
credentials; nor did it have any roll call, 
or other means of ascertaining who were 
participating in its proceedings, or whether 
those so participating were delegates 
from any county in the state, or had any 
lawful authority to so represent such coun- 
ties. That in this mass meeting, as afore- 
sald, all attempts to ascertain what coun- 
ties in the state were represented were 
abandoned and every person present in 
this said mass meeting, without regard to 
his representative character, was free ™® 
take part in its proceedings. 

“That while it is admitted that some of 
the delegates duly accredited tothe regular 
convention aforesaid, who were dissatisfled 
with the action of the said convention, par- 
ticipated in the said mass meeting, they 
were only asmall minority of the said 
regular convention, or less than one-sixth 
of the number of votes in said regular 
convention. 

“The contestees therefore claim that the 
contestants having been elected, as afore- 
said, by a mass meeting, or so-called con- 
vention, hastily called without lawful au- 
thority, and irregularly organized out of a 
small minority of the regular convention 
aforesaid, and from such _ outsiders as 
might choose to join in, are not entitled 
to seats in the national republican conven- 
tion aforesaid, nor to be placed upon the 
preliminary roll of the said convention by 
the national republican committee, and 
that they and their alternates should be 
placed upon the said roll as the only per- 
sons regularly and duly. elected.’’ 


A Lily White Ticket. 

Editor A. A. Gordon, of The Atlanta Re- 
porter, writes a virulent card against 
Colonel Buck. He claims that the negro 
must have a show and says that a “lily- 
white ticket’’ will be put out next Satur- 
day in Macon. Gordon writes as follows: 

My attention has been called to a piece 
of news matter in one of your recent is- 
sues as to a republican state central com- 
mittee having been made and called by 
Colonel A, E,’ Buck to meet in Macon next 
Saturday. 

Of course it is one of those things that 
often happen in organizations that certain 
elements, cliques, rings and others strive to 
control the masses. I desire to let the 
honest republicans in Georgia Know 
that the plan of this self-constituted com- 
mittee is to select a white electoral and 
gubernatorial tickets for Georgia. of 
course this might be a wise plan to carry 
an altogether pure and simple lily white 
ticket, but in my judgment without it be- 
ing the action of a convention of republi- 
cans representing every section of the 
state, it will, no doubt, prove disastrous to 
the party in the end. 

The facts in the matter are that Buck 
knows well that to leave this question to 
a settiement by a state convention will 
be other than favorable to his tyrannical 
bossism in Georgia politics. He knows 
that the voters of the state will not sus- 
tain his position recently taken. Again, 
Buck is a great sympathizer of convict 
lease system—being a mine owner himself, 
though not in Georgia, but in Alabama; 
he has, no doubt, entered into a compact 
in this state to foster the interest of con- 
vict lessees and to destroy such sentiment 
as has recently been inaugurated against 
such unchristian and barbarous system. 
Mr. Buck and his henchmen, in defense 
of their organization, point to the action 
of the national committee at St. Louis 
seating their delegates against those elect- 
ed by the well-known Love convention. 
For the sake of reputation of our national 
party and its committee, for fairness and 
equality, I will hesitate to answer him on 
that score, as the committee referred to 
are too well known to further comment 
upon. With a clear conscience IT cannot 
see how Colonel Buck, Smythe and others 
can afford to refer to the action of that 
committee with any pride. 

Now the Love convention and followers 
throughout the state are as strong and 
vigorous for McKinley and Hobart as any- 
body else, and propose to do our utmost 
in polling as large a yote as possible for 
them in Georgia. We accept the nomina- 
tion and platform as freelv as any of them 
and we have the real McKinley and the 
first McKinley men in our organization. 
But the idea of a lily white ticket through- 
out the whole affair, acknowledging to the 
charge of inability to be representative men, 
drawing the color line will be something 
more than the best element of respectable 
colored men and citizens will bear. 

The colored citizens throughout Georgia 
are uncompromisingly against the convict 
lease system. It is a mena@e to good gov- 
ernment and quite harmful to free labor 
There will be nothing that Colonel Buck 
will be able to inaugurate at Macon with 
his committee that will dispel from the 
minds and hearts of the good people of 
Georgia the sentiment against this in- 
truder upon the rights of free labor. It 
will not be amiss for me to say that the 
committee appointed by Buck are not at 
all favorable to his methods practically. 
Our convention will assemble some time in 
August and then a full ticket will be 
launched. 


Scruggs Will Decline. 

It has been hinted in republican circles 
that the anti-Puck faction of Geotgia re- 
publicanism will not support Major Han- 
son. but will put out a ticket of their own 
with Hon. William L. Scruggs, of Atlanta, 
at the head of It. 

Colonel Scruggs says he has not been ap- 
proached by a single man on this question 
with the exception of Gordon, editor of 
The Georgia Reporter. 

Colonel Scruggs says, moreover. that he 
would not accept the nomination of a fac- 
tion of the party. A nomination must be 
from the whole party for him to con- 
sider It. 

“T could not accept the place of governor 
were it tendered me tomorrow,” said Col- 
onel Scruggs. 
with the Venezuelan government on this 
boundary question.

I want to 
carry out the reforms started by my friend, 
Alex Stephens, when he was governor. | 
Want to abolish the convict lease system 
and I want to establish a system of good 
roads all over the state. This is what I1 
told Gordon when he approached me. He 
Introduced himself to me as I was leaving 
the postoffice one day last week. He may 
have misrepresented me in his paper. I 
don’t know about that. I told him I could 
not run for governor while | was employed 
by the Venezuelan government. 

“This division in the ranks,’ continued 
Colonel Scruggs; “is unfortunate. [ do not 
believe in these factions. There is no issue 
among the Georgia republicans save what 
appears to me to be a personal one—one 
of personal ambition. It is verv unfortu- 
nate and there is no excuse for it.” 

Colonel Scruggs spoke highly of Major 
Hanson. He seems to belong to no faction, 
though the Love faction undoubtedly want 
him. . 

Colonel Scruggs fs special commissioner 
emploved by the Venezuelan government 
to help settle the boundary question. He 
is an able diplomat and understands the 
boundary question probably better than 
any other man. He was formally minister 
to Venezuela. For over thirty years he 
has affiliated with the republican party. 


LAVIGNE AND McKEEVER MIX. 


Champion Lightweight Takes on a 
Good Man for Six Rounds. 

New York, July 21.—The six-round bout 
between “‘Kid’’ Lavigne, champion light- 
weight of the world, and Charles Mce- 
Keever, of Philadelphia, which took place 
in Madison Square garden last night, was 
one of the best and cleverest ever witnessed 
in this city. 

The men “mixed” things in lively style 
from the very beginning and when the 
gong sounded at the conclusion of the sixth 
round both men were still fresh and full 
of fight. 

McKeever’s showing surprised even his 
friends. According to agreement a deci- 
sion was not rendered and the merits of the 
men were left to the spectators. 

There were many cries of ‘‘McKeever” at 
the conclusion of the contest, indicating 
that in the estimation of many of those 
present he had the best of the fight. 
Lavigne, however, was still full of go, and 
as he improves rather than weakens in a 
long fight, the outcime of a finish fight 
between the men is doubtful.

Pittsburg, Pa., July 21.—The announce- 
inert that local assembly No. 2 had with- 
drawn from the Knights of Labor, taking 
upwards of 6.000 members from that organi- 
zation, was a fruitful topic of discussion 

in labor cirches yesterday. 

This assembly, composed of glass work- 
ers, has for yeats, numerically and finan- 
cially, been the strongest trades’ union 
connected with the Knights of Labor. | 

Their withdrawal will, it is believed. 
prove a death blow to tine old crganization. 
A check for over $2,000, the amount of the 
delinquent per capita tax, together with 
charter, insignia and paraphernalia, has 
been surrendered. The decision was reached 
late Monday evening by the glass workers’ 
convention, which is in session in Pittsburg. 
Yesterday the convention discussed the a:- 
visability of joining with the new Knights 
of Labor. 

The choice lies between the American 
Federation of Labor and the Independent 
Order Knights of Labor, with sentiment ap- 
parently favorable to the latter, since its 
declaration of principles are identical with 
those of the old organization and with 
which many glass workers are enamored. 
Master Workman Sovereign and Secretary 
Treasurer Hayes will be here today and 
will demand admission to the convention 
which will be refused. They will then make 
a fight for the funds of the order, which 
exceed $100,000 in cash as well as several 
important’ loans and investments. 


BRYAN EATS HIS WATERMELON. 


The two finest watermelons grown in 
Georgia this year have been sent one to 
Hon. W. J. Bryan, the other to Hon. Wil- 
lian McKinley. Mr. Bryan received his 
today. 

Mr. W. N. Mitchell, southern representa- 
tive of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, 
offered $ apiece for the two largest water- 
melons grown in Georgia in the season of 
1896. He sent out a circular letter to all 
melon growers in the state making the 
offer. The prizes were won by Mr. J. W. 
Comer, of Eden, Ga. The two melons 
were grown on ‘Mr. Comer’s farm in Effing- 
ham county, near Eden station, on the 
Central railroad. The melons reached At- 
lanta Saturday morning by express and 
left by the Southern Express Company 
for the west. Mr. Mitchell, on behalf of 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, presented 
one to Hon. William McKinley and one to 
Hon. W. J. Bryan, the two presidential 
candidates. The melons were packed, one 
in a gilded basket in a bed of golden tinsel 
tied with gold ribbons stamped “Single 
Standard,’ and one in a silver basket in 
silver tinsel, tied with white satin ribbon, 
stamped “16 to 1."

that the principal banks of that city are 
on the point of uniting for the purpose 
of protecting the government gold re- 
serve. The plan is to contribute from 
fifteen to twenty millions to the treas- 
ury gold reserve in exchange for legal 
tender notes. 

This is due, the dispatches say, to 
recent large withdrawals of gold from 
the sub-treasury for shipment to Eu- 
rope, the disposition manifested in cer- 
tain financial quarters to hoard the 
yellow metal and the panicky condition 
of the stock market.” It is said that 
these things “have caused some serious 
discussions among observant and pub- 
lic-spirited financiers withim the past 
few days.” 3 

Within the past few days! Where 
have these “observant and public-spirit- 
ed financiers” been during the past few 
months, and during the past few years? 
Why should they be more “observant 
and public-spirited” at the beginning of 
a political campaign than they have been 
during the past three years! 

The stock market is not in a more 
panicky condition now than it has been 
since the cordage trust bowed its head 
to the demonetization of silver at the 
Indian mints in 1893. The stock market 
h@s not been out of the hands of the 
panic makers since 1873. Since 1893, 
poverty prices have produced panicky 
conditions along all lines of business 
and in all the channels of commerce. 

We are asked now to believe that ‘‘ob- 
servant and public-spirited financiers” 
have had “some Serious discussion dur- 
ing the past few days” because of recent 
large withdrawals of gold from the sub- 
treasury for shipment to Europe. 

But these “large withdrawals” are not 
as large now as they were in tbe latter 
part of 1893 and the early part of 1894. 
Let us refer to facts. In February, 1894, 
the government gold reserve had fallen 
to $65,000,000. It was increased to 
$115,000,000 by a bond sale, but in the 
following November it had fallen to 
$61,000,000. This was increased to 
$111,000,000 by another bond sale, tut 
in three months it had fallen to $41,- 
000,000! ~ 

At present the reserve is in the neigh- 
borhood of $90,000,000, and we are given 
to understand that “observant and pub- 
lic-spirited financiers” are so alarmed 
that they are willing to go to the rescue 
of the treasury and exchange gold for 
legal tender. Unsophisticated readers 
may wonder why these “observant and 
public-spirited financiers” were not 
alarmed when the withdrawal of gold 
amounted to more than $70,000,000 in 
three months, and why they did not go 
to the rescue of the treasury instead of 
joining actively in the raid on the gold 

reserve. 

- But those observers who have careful- 

ly noted the course of events do not 

need to be told why the “observant and 
public-spirited finanicers” of Wall street 
are now making a great pretense of 

rushing to the rescue of the treasury. 
A political campaign is on, and the 


, 


developments thus far are such as to 
warn the aforesaid “observant and pub- 
lic-spirited financiers” that the McKin- 
ley-Hauna trust has no certain cinch on 
the affections of the American voters. 
This being so, it is felt and believed in 
“observant and public-spirited” finan- 
cial circles that another bond issue at 
this time would be the last feather cal- 
culated to break the back of the patient 
American camel; that, in short, another 
bond issue would totally destroy the 
hopes of the gold party that has placed 
its influence and its money behind the 
McKinley-Hanna gold trust. 

Consequently there is a sudden erup- 
tion of patriotism among the members 
of the gold trust. When the exchange 
of gold for legal tenders would have 
prevented a bond issue, Wall street 
joined in the raid; but now, when Wall 
Street perceives that the American. peo- 
ple are preparing to go to the polls, the

ciers” have become so intensely patriotic 
that they are willing to exchange their 
precious gold for despised legal ten- 
ders. 

And yet, they know, and the people 
know, that there has never been a day 
nor an hour since Mr. Cleveland went 
into office when the gold raid could not 
have been instantly stopped by a noti- 
fication to the banks that the law would 
be complied with, and that the notes 
of the government would be redeemed 
in silver as well asin gold.

Private Secretary Thurber Bolts. 

The latest contribution to the humor 
of the campaign comes from Private Sec- 
retary Thurber, who states that he can- 
hot support the democratic ticket.

Whenever 
Grover has cracked a joke, Thurber has 
been on hand to jot it down in his little 
note book. Not a single wise remark 
which the president has uttered during 
his second term of office has escaped the 
ears of the private secretary. Likewise, 
every official document, veto, letter, mes- 
sage and proclamation has_ passed 
through the fingers of this same loyal 
scribe of the white house. Does it 
cease, then, to be a matter of wonder 
that Mr. Thurber should imbibe the wis- 
dom which emanates from sucb a pro- 
found source? If he is no longer a 
democrat, the explanation is found in 
his peculiar environment. Few men 
could stand the assault of such ponder- 
ous English as Mr. Cleveland uses with- 
out disastrous consequences. 

Having announced his intention with 
respect to the campaign, the private sec- 
retary is not apt to lose his job between 
now and the 4th of March.

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No Jurisdiction. 

At a meeting of the board of county 
commissioners, held yesterday morning, 
it was decided that the question as to 
whether or not insurance companies had 
paid the full amount of taxes required 
by law was not properly within the ju- 
risdiction of the board. 

This appears to settle the matter, so 
far as the action of the county commis- 
Ssioners is concerned, 

Under the laws of the state. insurance 
companies, both home and foreign, are 
required to pay a certain tax. In addi- 
tion to this it is also provided that in- 
surance companies doing a _ business 
pertaining to banking or brokerage shall 
be subjected to the payment of an extra 
tax for State and county purposes. 

In assessing the various insurance 
companies doing business in this state, 
Comptroller General Wright has carried 
out a policy under which he has acted 
for several years and which is based 
upon the legal advice of Hon. Clifford 
Anderson, who was the state attorney 
general for a number of years. This 
policy has been to assess the various 
companies on the returns made to the 
comptroller. 

County Attorney Rosser is of the opin- 
ion that home insurance companies 
should not be taxed on investments in 
bonds, stocks or mortgages on real es- 
tate where such investments are made in 
pursuance of the law. As to money 
lent on promissory notes or other per- 
sonal obligation, his opinion is that 
such should be taxed. 

As neither home nor foreign insurance 
companies are required to pay taxes in 
this state except on gross premium re- 
ceipts, it would be rather unjust to 
compel home companies to pay a tax on 
their investments in mortgages on real 
estate in Georgia. Such a policy, it 
seems, would result in the calling in of 


all loans on mortgages in this state and 


im the making of other investments 
which would be non-taxable. 

If the insurance companies owe any- 
thing to the state, the debt should be 
discharged. If not, the matter should 
end. Their business should not be a 
continuous discussion of this kind, if 
there is no justice in the demand which 
is made against the home insurance 
companies of the state. 

It is worthy of note that Attorney 
Rosser, in concluding his opinion, states 
that it would be fit for the commission- 
ers to follow the precedent set by the 
comptroller general. , 

Foreign insurance companies do not 
pay any taxes in this state except upon 
their gross premium receipts. This same 
tax is required of home companies. It 
would be a manifest injustice, therefore, 
if in addition to the taxes paid on the 
gross premiums, the home company 
should be compelled to also pay a tax 
on its investments in mortgages on real 
estate in Georgia. Such a policy would 
necessarily result in the insurance com- 
pany calling in its loans on mortgages 
in this state and investing its funds 
either in stocks or bonds, or in mort- 
gages on real estate in other states 
which County Attorney Rosser admits 
would not be taxable. é' 
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Extract from Bryan’s Speech.

the money of the world.

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The Outlook in Ohio. 

Unless a radical change of sentiment 
takes place in Ohio now and the Ist of 
November the Buckeye State will go 
overwhelmingly democratic.

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The Negro at the North. 

One of the pet topics of discussion 
with some of the northern papers is 
the treatment which the negroes receive 
in the south. 

Some time ago, when the supreme court 
of the United States decided that sepa- 
rate coaches for white and colored pas- 
sengers should be provided in the south- 
ern states, these northern papers entered 
a most indignant protest and declared 
the action of the supreme court to be 
in defiance of the constkution. 

Every lynching which occurs in this 
section provokes from the northern 
press unstinted criticism. With an eye 
of jealous solicitude, the welfare of the 
southern negro is carefully watched by 
these faithful vigils, and every sign of 
mistreatment observed is made the sub- 
ject of protracted editorial discussion. 

But how does the negro fare in the 
north? One would naturally suppose, 
from reading the articles which appear 
from time to time in the northern press, 
that the negro whose happy lot was 
cast in that section was indeed a favored 
child of fortune. 

But it seems that such is not the case. 
To a very large extent the tender solici- 
tude of the northern press is purely a 
matter of printer’s ink. When it comes 
to practical dealings with the negro, the 
example which these papers set is not 
in harmony with the poetic ideals which 
they describe. It is true there are few 
lynchings in the north,’ but this is due 
to the fact that only a small percentage 
of the race live in that section. So far 
as the general treatment of the negro is 
concerned, he fares better, as a rule, in 
the south than he does in the north. 

A writer in the Boston Herald makes 


as 


the following comparison between the 
condition of the negro in the two 6ec- 
tions: ' 

Here the negro carries the hod, !n the 
south he lays the brick and mortar; 
here he shovels out the cellar, there he 
frames the dwelling; here he white- 
washes the fences, there he paints the 
hovses; here he cleans the stable, there 
he shoes the horses; here he is a com- 
mon laborer, there he is an artisan. 


The justice of this Observation can be 
very easily confirmed by apy one who 
will take tRe pains to inquire into the 
status of the southern negro. Though 
quite a large percentage of the race 
perform menial work, there are bun- 
dreds on the other hand who command 
the wages of skilled workmen and who 
live in comparative comfort. There are 
not a few negroes in the south who have 
amassed large fortunes and who own 
valuable estates. Education is freely en- 
joyed.by every negro in this section, and 
there are no distinetions in law or in 
the recognition extended by the govern- 
ment as a citizen.

A Democratic Governor. 

Probably no man in the country has 
suffered more injustice at the hands 
of the public press of the country than 
Governor Altgeld, of Illinois. On the 
part of the press of Chicago, this injus- 
tice is the result of a well-defined pro- 
gramme; on the part of the press 
at large, it is unintentional. 

It is charged against him that he sym- 
pathized with the anarchists and par- 
doned men who had been found guilty 
of complicity in the Haymarket riots. 

There is not a word of truth in the 
charge. He pardoned the three men be- 
cause there could not be found a scintilla 
of evidence connecting them with the 
anarchist ebullition. If that evidence 
could have been found, the court that 
tried them would have condemned them 
to the gallows, as it had condemned the 
others. 

In pardoning the men, Governor Alt- 
geld only did his duty as he believed it. 
He was denounced for it not because he 
did wrong, but because he was bold 
enough and democratic enough to do 
what he conceived to be his duty, in the 
fact of the protests of sensational news- 
papers. There is not a responsible bus- 
iness man in Chicago today who will 
say that he believes the governor of 
Illinois is an anarchist, or that he is not 
opposed to all forms of disorder and 
lawlessness. 

Another charge against Governor Alt- 
geld is that he refused to maintain law 
and order during the late Chicago riots. 
There is not a word of truth in that 
charge. Well-known railway and busi- 
ness men—men who are interested in 
maintaining law and order—declare that 
there was not a moment during the 
strikes when the governor was not ready. 
to restore order. He showed his wil- 
lingness by maintaining perfect order 
along the lines of the great railways 
going out of Chicago. ‘This is the testi- 
mony of the most prominent railway 
managers of the west. 

The question naturally arises, if Gov- 


ernor Altgeld was so anxious to put 


down rioting, why did he fafl to restore 
order in Chicago? “The answer is simple 
and conclusive. He was never called 
on to put it down. At the very begin- 
ning of the.troubles he placed himself 
in communication with Hopkins, the re- 
publican mayor, informing him that 
whenever he felt himself powerless to 
cope with the mob, the authorities of the 
stute were ready to take hold of the 
matter and restore order. Governor 
Attgeld was never called on. The re- 
publican mayor and the element behind 
him, despising Altgeld because he is a 
democrat, and thinking to humiliate 
him, invoked other aid. 

Thus occurred this celebrated rape of 
constitutional democracy. Governor Alt- 
geld was not humiliated, but the rights 
of a sovereign state were invaded and 
the democratic party grievously as- 
Saulted. 

Why, then, it may be asked, should 
certain elements in Chicago unite to 
denounce Governor Altgeld as an “anar- 
chist?’’ First and foremost, because he 
is a genuine democrat who can neither 
be bought, bribed, cajoled or bull- 
dozed in the performance of his duty. 
When he went into the governor’s oftice, 
he found that the land occupied by a 
certain prominent building in Chicago 
belonged to the public school fund. It 
had been occupied without rent for 
twenty-seven years, The governor im- 
mediately collected this rent and has 
been promptly collecting it ever since. 
Out of the building on this land issues 
a newspaper, and it is this newspaper 
that has been one of the chief slanderers 
of the democratic governor. 

Many of the southern delegates to the 
Chicago convention were in a position 
to investigate the charges against Gov- 
ernor Altgeld. Those who did so not 
only found that they were untrue, but 
heard some of the best business men of 
that city pay high tributes to the wis- 
dom, conservatism and courage of the 
democratic governor. His administra- 
tion of state affairs has been clean, con- 
sistent and wise. His success is best 
attested by the hold he has on the com- 
mon people. He is the most popular 
man in Iilinois today, and as true a¢€lem- 
ocrat as can be found in the country.

It was invented by a 
London pawnbroker whose name was Wil- 
liam Kew. Kew not only lent money but, 
in connection with his loan business, sold 
cloth. For the latter purpose he had a 
vardstick which he used in making his 
measurements. In order to amuse himself 
one day he took down the signs of his 
husiness, viz: the three round balls, and 
placing therm on the counters, began to 
knock them about with his yardstick. He 
soon developed quite a fondness far this 
exercise and those who observed his en- 
thusiasm in making the balls clash against 
each other called the game Bill's yard. 
It was soon shortened into billiard. The 
yardstick with which the balls were knock- 
ed about was also named for the pawn- 
broker and called the kew. 

The report of the commissioner of edu- 
cation which has just been issued shows a 
total enrollment of 16,000,000 pupils in the 
various institutions of the land. During 
the year 1894 the value of school property 
in the United States Increased over $24- 
000,000. During the last twenty years. the 
value of school property in the south has 
increased from $16,000,000 to $56,000,000. 

A most ridiculous article 1s going the 
rounds of the press, which states that the 
name of the democratic nominee is not 
Bryan, but O’Bryan. It is claimed in this 
article that Mr. Bryan dropped the Irish 
prefix on beginning the practice of law.

John Bryan, the son of William 
Bryan and grandfather of the candidate, 
spelled his name Bryan, and his father, 
Silas Bryan, did the same. John Bryan 
moved to I}linois about 1830 or 1835, when 
Silas Bryan, William Jennings Bryan’s fa- 
ther, was a boy about twelve years old.

Quite a large number of horn books have 
recently been unearthed in England. A 
horn book is a small alphabet book, or 
board of oak, on which were printed the 
alphabet, the ten digits and sometimes the 
Lords prayer. It had a handle and a thin 
sheet of horn in front to keep it from be- 
ing solled. The back of it was sometimes 
ornamented with a rude sketch of St. 
George and the dragon. A narrow frame 
or border of brass kept the horn in posi- 
tion on the board. An alphabet table came 
to be known as a horn book, whether pro- 
tected by horns or not. The earliest rec- 
ord of horn books occurs about 1450; they 
well-night disappeared at the end of the 
eighteenth. century, although there are 
still persons living who have used them. 
While some have, been picked up for a 
trifle, the Bateman horn book fetched £65 
at auction. It consists of a thin board of 
oak, with leather stamped with an eques- 
trian portrait of Charles I. The front pa- 
per, with alphabet and Lord’s prayer, is in 
black letter, protected by a piece of trans- 
parent horn, secured by tacks. Mr. Tuer 
lately bought a black letter example, found 
under the flooring of a house near Bristol, 
for £610s. The cruciform shape is scarec- 
est. In Scotland the horn book was called 
the “A B Brod,”’ and Burns has a refer- 
ence to it in the title of hig poem, “Death 
and Dr. Hornbook.”’ Specimens of the horn 


book and of the A BC boards are recessed | 


in the covers of the book. 

Alexander Pope cleared £5,320 on his 
translation of Homer’s ‘‘Illiad. ” In trans- 
lating the “‘Odessy’’ he procured valuable 
heip, which reduced his profits on that 
work to £4,500. 

A Pennsylvania lady touring in England 
conceived the idea of hunting up the 
grave of William Penn. Writing from 
Jordan’s, a small country station, she 
Says: 

“In a hollow among the trees, with no 
houses near, stands a little meeting house, 
with its red tiled roof and white painted 
windows and shutters. The neatly kept 
graveyard contains some two dozen green 
mounds, very few of them with headstones, 
which are a comparatively modern innova- 
tion, of which even now some of the strict- 
er Friends do not approve. William Penn 
and his two wives lie side by side, and at 
some distance a modest stone marks the 
resting place of Thomas Elwood, once Mil- 
ton’s private secretary. The meeting house 
was built in 1688, when dissenters were sub- 
ject to the bitterest persecutions, when 
their meetings were treated as unlawful as- 
semblages, and when it was a common 
occurrence for such a meeting to be bro- 
ken up by soldiers and the members of it 
hauled off to prison. The caretaker’s cot- 
tage and the meeting house are built in 
one, and, in order to give increased room, 
a shutter can be slid back, thus including 
the top story of the cottage, consisting of 
one large bedroom, in the meeting house, 
of which it forms a gallery.”’

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~ fe Ones Thre Camps Abolished 
and Convicts Removed, 


FINES UNPAID, ThE CAUSE

Cole City, Rising Fawn and Bartow 
Camps the Ones Effected. 


DADE COAL COMPANY REFUSES 


Company Wouldn’t Pay a Fine and 
Now They Have No Convicts. 


PRISONERS TO COME TO FULTON COUNTY 


From Chattahoochee Camp They Will 
Be Distributed—What the Gov- 
ernor’s Order Is and Means, 


The expect2d has happened in the state 
convict lease matter. 

Governor Atkinson has ordered the aboll- 
tion of the convict camps controlled by the 
Dade Coal Company, directing that the 
convicts be transferred to other camps. 

The order was made yesterday because 
the Dade company refused to pay the fine 
recently imposed on it for mismanagement 
of the convicts at the camps. Three of the 
camps wili be abandoned by the removal 
of the convicts. The removal will take 
place tomorrow or ‘Friday. 

The governor directed the _ principal 
keeper of the penitentiary, Judge 7 «. 
Turner, to at once take charge of all of 
the convicts under the control of the Dade 
Coal Company and Georgia penitentiary 
company No. 1, located at Cole City, 
Rising Fawn and Bartow camps. Judge 
Turner, Assistant Moore and other officials 
of the department will leave tonight for 
Rising Fawn and Cole City and return with 
the convicts. 

At the three camps there are 407 convicts 
who will be removed under the order. All 
of the convicts will be brought to Fulton 
county and turned over to the Chatta- 
hoochee Brick Company at its camps on 
the river. From there the convicts will be 
traajsferred and distributed among the 
several camps of the state. None of the 
convicts can be cared for permanently at 
the Chattahoochee camp, the prison being 
full now. 

Arrangements for the transportation of 
the convicts are being made and it is 
probable that Judge Turner and assistants 
will start for Atlanta some time tomorrow, 
bringing the convicts under heavy guard. 
A special train will be secured and the 
criminals will be carefully looked after and 
safely landed in Fulton county. Their re- 
moval in such numbers is something never 
before witnessed in the state and there is 
widespread interest in the sensational out- 
come of the now famous high court investi- 
gation conducted by Governor Atkinson 
several weeks ago. 

Was a Sensational High Court. 

It will be remembered that the Dade 
company and several other lessees were be- 
fore the governor on charges of misman- 
agement and mistreatment of the convicts 
under their care. The investigation was 
conducted in the senate chamber at the 
capitol and it was the sensation of the 
week at that time. The investigation 
lasted for more than a week and much 
testimony damaging to the convict camp 
authorities was brought out. Eminent at- 
torneys appeared for the state and the 
lessees and the battle was a finely match- 
ed one. It was an important local contro- 
versy and the final result is just now seen. 

As a result of the investigation Governor 
Atkinson decided that the charges against 
a number of the camp lessees had been 
substantiated and he imposed fines on 
the companies amounting to about $2,500 in 
all. There was considerable opposition to 
the assessment of the fines among the 
companies at first and it was thought that 
the matter would get into the courts. But 
as the time for making payment of the 
fines approached the opposition to the or- 
der of the governor became less antagonis- 
tic and a few days ago all of the lessee 
companies decided to settle the matter by 
making payment -of the fines. 

All Paid but Dade. 

The governor had named July 15th as the 
last day for the payment of the fines and 
when that day passed without payment be- 
ing made by any of the lessees it was 
thought that serious trouble would ensue. 
It was believed by many that the com- 
panies would make a strong fight against 
the state and take the entire matter to the 
courts, but a day or two after the date 
mentioned all of the companies except the 
Dade Coal Company—Georgia Penitentiary 
Company No. 1—Sent to the capitol checks 
covering the amount of the fines standing 
against them. By the payment the com- 
panies relieved themselves of the trouble 
now resting on the Dade Coal Company. 

When it became evident to the governor 
that the Dade company would not pay the 
fine he at once decided on a course of ac- 
tion and his order yesterday was the first 
step in the determination to enforce his 
authority in the mattr. What further ac- 
tion will be taken in the matter by the 
governor is not known. In his official or- 
der the circumstances of the assessment of 
the fines are reviewed and the order to 
the principal keeper to remove the convicts 
from the camps named is a part of the gen- 
eral order. 

Copies of the order were furnished to 
Judge Turner yesterday and that official 
quickly transmitted an official copy to 
each of the lessee companies interested. 
The principal keeper then begun 
to prepare for removing the convicts 
and it was decided that himself and 
others would leave tonight for North Geor- 
gia to see that the convicts are properly 
guarded and cared for on the removal 
trip. 

The Governor’s Order of Removal.

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‘NO CHANGE IN TAXES 


County Commissioners Did Not Favor an 
Increased Tax Return. 


ACTION WAS POSTPONED 


And the Question Was Laid Ypon the 
, Shelf, 


COUNTY ATTORNEY FILES HIS OPINION 


Says the Board Has Not the Authori- 
ty To Dictate to the Tax Receiv- 
ers in Regard to Returns. 


The bank taxation question was laid upon 
the shelf yesterday by the county commis- 
Sloners and after a brief discussion the 
matter Was dropped and action was in- 
definitely postponed. 

A resolution, introduced by Commission- 
er Spalding a few minutes after the board 
had been called to order, was adopted by 
a vote of two to three, and the question 
was laid upon the table. This action prac- 
ticaily means a final settlement of the 
question, as the majority of the members 
of the board do not favor its further agi- 
tation, 

Waen the meeting was called to order 
Commissioner Thompson, who has been ill 
several days, was present. The roll call 
showed a full board to be present, and 
Chairman Collier etated the object of the 
session. 

Commissioner Spalding called for a read- 
ing of the resolution of Commissioner 
Adair, under which the board had con- 
vened, 


COMMISSIONERS DISCUSS THE CORPORATION 


Captain English Will Receive Them. 

As already stated, the convicts will first 
be turned over to Captain J. W. English’s 
company at the Chattahoochee camp. from 
there the prisoners will be sent to other 
camps in the state, each of the companies 
represented by Captain English, Captain 
Lowe, Mr. James, Mr. Smith and Mr. Par- 
rott, taking a pro rata share of the con- 
victs. 
of the state, consequently the order of 
removal is of general importance, not only 
to the lesses and convicts, but to the pub- 
lic as well. 

Captain English said last night that 
preparations would be made at Chatta- 
hoochee for the temporary care of the 
convicts when they are turned over there. 
He said his company would obey the or- 
der of the governor and do everything pos- 
sible to aid in carrying out the provisions 
of the order when they affected his com- 
pany. 

“I have very little personal interest in 
the matter,” said Captain English. ‘The 
governor has the power to order tlie re- 
moval of the convicts and we have nothing 
to do but obey the order and take charge 
of the convicts. We have no alternative 
in the matter and will arrange to take Care 
of the convicts as best we can at Chat- 
tahoochee. The camp there is already 
crowded and the convicts brought down will 
be distributed through the state, I suppose. 
Some of them will come to me, each of 


the companies taking a part of the men.” . 


Catain English remembers that a preced- 
ent was established by the removal of con- 
victs many years ago when Lockhart, of 
Dougherty county, was required to give up 
the convicts in his charge, as was Charles 
Howard and others. But those removals 
were of small moment when compared to 
the sweeping order issued by Governor 
Atkinson yesterday. The number of con- 
victs affected by the order is far in excess 
of those of former times. 

Mr. Brown Is Satisfied. 

Mr. Julius Brown, president of the Dade 
Coal Company, was seen yesterday, but 
he declined to discuss the order of Governor 
Atkinson further than to say that he is 
satisfied with the order. He says that he 
is glad to get rid of the convicts and that 
the fine against his company will not.be 
paid. Mr. Brown says that the company 
has lost money on the convicts and that 
it will gladly deliver the prisoners to the 
state. When asked if he would continue to 
operate the mines, he declined to answer. 

History of the Dade Mines. 

The Dade mines were first opened in 
1852. They were first worked by the father 
of ex-Governor John B. Gordon, who or- 
ganized a company for the purpose. The 
mines were worked up to the beginning of 
the war with success, and during the war 
period the work was pursued on a smaller 
scale. Afterthat period little was done 
until 1872, when ex-Governor ‘Joseph E. 
Brown leased the mines and begun the op- 
eration of them. He owned a large tract 
of land in the section around oe Fawn 
and in north Georgia, and when the con- 
vict lease act was passed Governor. Brown 
formed a company to operate the Dade 
mines and other enterprises by convict 
labor. 

The mines were successfully worked for 
many years, and at the time of Governor 
Brown’s death the property was consid- 
ered to be a very valuable one. In recent 
years the low price of coal and other things 
seem to have depreciated the income of 
the company, and some time ago it went 
int6 the hands of a receiver. When tne 
governor took up the convict matter 4 
month or -two ago the troubles of the 
Dade company were many and now that 
the convicts will be taken away from the 
company a big change will of course be 
made in the-affairs of the corporation. It 
is supposed that the mines and property 
of the company will continue to be worked, 
but by free labor. 

Will Quit in 1899. 

It is said that the officials of the differ- 
ent convict lease companies would be very 
giad to get rid of their leasé contracts 
and all of them say that when the leases 
expire in 1899 they will not be renewed, 
even if the state offered the convicts on 
better terms than now. The lessees say 
that free labor can be secured and by 
working frecmen much of the present 
trouble and constant liability will be 
done away with. The sensational turn in 
the case was discussed at the capitol yester- 
day, and it is iikely to become an impor- 
tant issue in the state. 

The convict question is one which has 
been an elephant on the hands of the 
state legislatures. At the coming session 
of the general assembly the question will 
be up, and it is certain that some disposi- 
tion will be taken looking to a discontin- 
vance of the present lease systm. There 
is widespread dissatisfaction with the sys- 
tem, and the legislature will take the mat- 
ter up for settlement for the future, 


The men will go to different sections | 


The resolution was introduced at the 


last regular session of the board, but as 
Commissioner Thompson was absent Chair- 
man Collier asked for a postponement, as 
he was anxious that a full board be pres- 
ent when action on so important a ques- 
tion was to. be taken. Twice the com- 
sioners met afterwards, but each time 
Mr. Thompson was absent and the discus- 
sion went over from time to time. 

As soon as the resolution was read Com- 
missioner Spalding filed his protest, and 
stated he did not believe the board had 
any right or authority to assume the direc- 
tion of the matter under discussion. 

“IT do not think it is a question that 
comes within the jurisdiction of the board 
of county commiSsioners,’’ said Commis- 
sioner Spalding. ‘‘The whole matter is one 
with which the commissioners have noth- 
ingto do, and I do not think it wise for 
us to deal with the question at all. My 
opinion is that the matter should be left 
with the tax receiver for him to control, 
without any suggestion or dictation from 
ug. 

“If the tax receiver has been derelict in 
his duty by perimtting parties to make 
improper returns the law provides that 
he can be dealt with by the judge of the 
superior court and the grand jury. The 
law does not give the commissioners any 
right to dictate to the cuounty tax re- 
ceiver when he is amenable only to the 
judge of the superior court, the grand jury 
or comptroller general. 

“Having taken this view of the case I 
offer a resolution placing the entire ques- 
tion on the table and postponing action 1n- 
definitely.”’ 

Adair Wants More Taxes. 

“T differ very widely from the views of 
Commissioner Thompson,” said Mr. For- 
rest Adair, “and I am not in favor of 
having the question laid on the table or 
action postponed. It is not only the right 
and privilege of the commissioners, hut 
their duty to call attention to any neglect 
of duty on the part of the county officers 
and to take such steps as are deemed 
necessary to collect all money to »which 
the county is properly entitled and of 
which it is now being deprived by reason 
of improper tax returns.”’ 

Commissioner Adair. then read the act 
creating the board of county commission- 
ers. The act says the commissioners shall 
have the supervision of the books of the 
tax receiver and tax collector. 

“Now, if this board has no jurisdiction 
in’ a matter as important as this,” Com- 
missioner Adair continued, “then I think 
it had just as well be abolished. There is 
just as much necessity for watching after 
the receipts of the county as there is of 
looking after its disbursements.”’ 

He also stated that while some of the 
corporations which had been refered to in 
the publis prints had been giving in their 
taxes according to an old custom, and in 
a similar manner in which corporations 
had been giving in other counties, he had 
discovered several Very flagrant violations 
of the law. 

“Why, Mr. Chairman,” said he, “there is 
one concern with over three quarters of a 
million dollars of assets which only returned 
$28,000. Then there is another with $207,000 
of assets which gave in but $60,000 for its 
portion of county taxes. 8still another 
with more than $200,000 of assets which 
gave in to the city of Atlanta $20,000, only 
10 per cent of the amount it should have 
returned, and this same company gave 
into the tax receiver of the county only 
$10,000 which was 5 per cent ot its assets.” 


Says Returns Are Too Small. 

Commissioner Adair said he was thor- 
oughly familiar with the old argument 
that Fulton county paid about one-eighth 
of the taxes of the state. 

“I am also aware of the fact,” said he, 
“that the real estate owners are bearing 
almost the entire burden and the owners of 
personal property are escaping the pay- 
ment of the tax due the county by making 
improper returns. I believe the comm!s- 
sioners should see this tax is paid, even 
if they have to bring suit against the tax 
receiver and his bondsmen.”’ 

He ealled attention to the distinction 
between those parties who had given in 
their property only partially and at too 
small a valuation and those who did not 
give in at all, and claimed the tax collec- 


tor should proceed against the latter class 
as defaulters and should issue fi fas. against 
them and collect the tax as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Commissioner Spalding stated that he 
agreed with Commissioner Adair in regard 
to the tax collector proceeding against de- 
faulters, although he differed with him 
in regard to the right of the board in mak- 
ing suggestions to the tax receiver. The 
county recently collected about $6,000 from 
the Western and Atlantic railroad by issu- 
ing fi fas., but this was done by the tay 
collector. i 

Adair’s Resolution Withdrawn. 

After a brief discussion, Commissioner 
Adair stated he would withdraw his substi- 
tute to Mr. Spalding’s resolution, as he 
believed he was in the minority, He in- 
timated that the policy would be then to 
instruct Tax Collector Stewart to proceed 
against all defaulters for the past several 
years. 

A vote was taken on the resolution in- 
troduced by Commissioner Spalding and the 
matter was indefinitely postponed by a vote 
of three to two. Collier, Thompson and 
Spalding voted for the adoption of the 
resolution, and Adair and Brown voted in 
the negative. Commissioner Adair show- 
ed that the amount of defauit in personal 
returns of the corporations mentioned tor 
1895 alone would be more than $2,000,000, the 
tax upon which would have netted the coun- 
ty about $25,000. The banks, according to 
the statement made, left off surplus and un- 
divided profits amounting to over $1,000,000, 
the Atlanta Home Insurance Company 
about $750,000 and several other com- 
panies almost an equal figure. 

Opinion of County Attorney. 

During the discussion of the question, 
County Attorney Rosser was called upon 
for his opinion. 

“T do not think this board has the au- 
thority,” said he, “to direct the tax re 
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TAX QUESTION. 


ceiver as to the value he shall put on 
any property returned to him. It is his 
duty to see that all proprty is fairly re- 
turned at its true market value. 

“The grand jury has the proper super- 
vision over him to see that a fair value 
is put upon all property and it is the duty 
of the tax receiver to place before the grand 
jury at every fall term his books for its 
inspection, and it is the duty of the grand 
jury to raise any values it may believe vo 
be too small. If neither the grand jury nor 
the tax receiver adopts measures to raise 
values of property at too low a figure, any 
citizen of the county has the right to make 
a move in that direction. 

“The power to directly fix values, how- 
ever, I do not think is vested in this 
board, but at the same time I do not think 
the board is powerless. It has the right 
to supervise the books of both the tax 
receiver and the tax collector and in car- 
rying out this supervision it could well 
advise these officers in matters pertaining 
to the collection of taxes. 

“If the tax receiver willfully violates his 
duty, he may subject himself to a suit upon 
his bond to the state, and if he knowingly 
or negligently takes property at an under- 
valuation, he would subject himself to suit 
upon that bond, If any one fails to give 
in or partially fail to give in, it is the 
duty of the tax collector to issua fi fas. 
against such one as a defaulter. This 
board may not be able to force him to issue 
such fi fas., but certainly has the right 
to force him to do his duty by suit upon 
his bond. ‘The board is ‘not powerless, and 
with the aid of the other departments of 
the county has abundant power to protect 
all the interests of the county.’’ 


Bankers Interested Listeners. 

Throughout the entire session of the 
board a number of bankers and insurance 
men listened intently to the discussion. 
They took no part in the argument, as it 
was seen from the very beginning that a 
majority of the board was in favor of a 
postponement of the question. 

“The question is, to my mind, absurd,”’ 
said Mr. C. A. Collier, after the meeting 
adjourned. “It is an old question, though, 
and one that has been discussed frequently. 
It is very plain to me that the board has 
no authority to take a hand in the diseus- 
sion, and I for one am not willing to in 
any way release the liability of the tax 
receiver, who is a bonded officer and well 
acquainted with the law.’’ 

The matter will probably die an easy 
death, and it is not expected the question 
will be taken up again. The action of the 
board in adopting Commissioner Spalding’s 
resolution was practically a final settlement 
of the question.

Colonel Joseph E. Pottle, of Milledgeville, 
who for the last four years has been a 
tower of strength among the populists of 
middle Georgia, has renounced whatever 
platform the people’s party will put out 
at St. Louls and announced his allegiance 


to democratic principles, 

He will give the democratic national tick- 
et his ardent support and adhere to all de- 
mands made in the Chicago platform. He 
declares that the question is now one of 
principle and not of party, and says that 
“the time has come when partisanship 
should disappear and patriotism should be 
the only guide for the conduct of men.” 
He believes it is the duty of all populists to 
take fhis course, and says that he earn- 
etsly prays that patriotism and not politics 
will triumph at St. Louis. 

Since 1892 Joe Pottle has earnestly espous- 
ed the cause of the populists. He has been 
sincere in his convictions, No man could 
doubt the honesty of his purpose. His nat- 
ural brilliancy and indomitable energy 
made him a recognized leader with the 
people of his faith. There was nothing of 
the demagogue in his avowal of populism. 
What that party accomplished in the sixth 
district was mainly due to his efforts.

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that our demands, in their substance, 
are right. We recognize also the fact 
that the democratic candidate is earn- 
est, eloquent and self-sacrificing in the 
cause, and that it is doubtful if he 
can be elected, or his cause triumph, if 
we stand off from him, but this we de- 
cline to do.”

in favor of mecting the cut and others are 
opposed to it and believe it will be cheaper 
in the end to refuse to participate and en- 
deavor to maintain a wall of higher rates 
on either side of the Seaboard from Ports- 
mouth to Atlanta. 

It is suspected that the Southern rail- 
way presents this policy for the reason 
that if the Seaboard’s reduction is met, 
the Southern will suffer an immense loss in 
revenue because of its great mileage be- 
yond the Seaboard’s territory. Perhaps it 
js better for the Southern to lose the 
through from Baltimore as far 
south as Atlanta, rather:than lose 30 or 50 
per cent in charges on all through busi- 
ness which it handles from every point. 
The Central railway possibly takes a 
kindred view of the situation. 

On the other hand the roads reaching 
out to the west and to the Ohio river gate- 
ways may deem the other course is best 
for them, because western business is now 
going east to Baltimore and is coming 
south from there over the Bay Line and 
Seaboard. The Louisville and Nashville 
and the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis are losing quantities of freight every 
day because the route through Baltimore 
offers a lower rate into this territory than 
the all rail routes can offer under the stan- 
dard tariffs. 

Commissioner Haines at first intended to 
meet the Seaboard’s ecut»but some of the 
members wired him and asked him not io 
do it, so he called off his notice of a new 
tariff sheet which was to take effect yes- 
terday from all eastern points. That sheet 
eut the first-class rate from New York 
into the Atlanta group of cities to 79 cents 
per hundred on first-class freight. 

Another element was injected into the 
fight yesterday by the action of Chairman 
Trammell, of the state railroad commis- 
sion, who notified Vice President St. John 
that the commission would look into ahe 
question of reducing the local rates on his 
line in Georgia, inasmuch as he had re- 
duced the through rates voluntarily. 

This was not unexpected in traffic circles 
for it had been whispered around a day or 
two and there had been speculation as to 
whether that would not be a trump card to 
piay. "The state railroad ‘commissioners 
have the power to say what rates a railroad 
shall charge in the state of Georgia. They 
can shift a road from one class to another, 
or raise or lower the percentage allowed 
in some instances to be charged in excess 
of the commission’s standard tariff and 
they can do anything they please with a 
railroad’s earning capacity. 

The United States supreme court recent- 
ly decided that the interstate commerce 
commission has not the power or the right 
to fix rates for railroads. That body can 
declare a certain rate to be too high or 
too low, but it cannot name a rate which 
the railroads must. charge. Georgia’s 
state railroad commission, however, is not 
fettered in that way, for it makes the tar- 
iffs and the roads cannot charge any more 
than the commission allows them. 

It does not follow that the commission 
Will interfere in this fight, which Vice 
President St. John says is for the preser- 
vation of an independent line into the 
state and to prevent a monopoly, but the 
board may decide to reduce the Seaboard’s 
locals. The fact that a similar reduction 
might be made in locals stares all the asso- 
ciation members in the face and will tend 
to discourage them in meeting the Sea- 
board’s cut. If the locals of all the asso- 
ciation lines in the state were to be cut, 
it would be especially hard on the South- 
ern and the Central. They would catch it 
worse than any other systems because of 
the extent of their mileage. It would hit 
the Plant system hard, too. 

At first glance it would look to be dis- 
crimination against the Seaboard to reduce 
its locals and not reduce those of any 
other line, but the commission has the 
authority to do it. The Seaboard’s local 
had nothing to say yes- 
letter which Commis- 
sioner Trammell wrote to Mr. St. John 
and which is given below. But an old 
railroader who has known the vice presi- 
dent for many years said that he would 
gamble that the Seaboard would take its 
medicine all right if the same reduction 
were applied to all the roads in the state, 
but that the management would ask the 
state commission not to take sides against 
it in this fight. In other words, it would 
be another case of ‘‘Please Lord, if you 
ain't going to be on my side, just keep 
your hands off and you will see the 
Garndest fight you have looked on in many 
a day.”

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CHEAPER THAN STAYING HOME. 


One Dollar for a Ride, Meals and a 
Berth Now Looks Certain. 


Baltimore, Md., July 21.—The Merchants 
and Miners’ Transportation Company, 
which operates lines of steamships between 
this port, Savannah, Boston, Providence, 
all of which call at Norfolk and Old Point, 
Va., today met the cut of 33 1-3 per cent 
on freight and passenger traffic by the 
Seaboard Air-Line and Southern Railway 
Company, and their steamship allies. 

The officials of the company assert that 
they will meet any reduction in rates by 
their competitors. 

As an inducement to travelers to parton- 
ize their line the Old Bay Line, the Sea- 
board’s connection, announces that free 
berths will be given holders of tickets to 
and from Richmond. 

The Southern’s new line to Richmond 
was inagaurated last week. Nothing has 
yet been said about meals, but it is prob- 
able that $1 will buy transportation, a 
State room and a meal on either line before 
many days.

COAL RATES TO BE REVISED. 


The State Commission Will Take Them 
Up and Reduce Them. 


The siate railroad commission will take 
up the coal rates allowed under i’s stand- 
ard tariff and revise them next week. This 
means that the commission will reduce 
them. The hearing will be on July 2th 
and representatives of all the railroads 
and of all the towns and cities and manu- 
facturing establishments in the state ere 
invited to be prcsent. 

There has 1:0t been a revision of the coal 
rates in years, and posstbly there never 
has been but one tariff allowea by the 
commission. Now the roads are not charg- 
ing the full standard tariff by any means. 
In some instances the roads are not charg- 
ing more than half the rates allowed by 
the commission and it is said by the com- 
mission that in no case are the roads charg- 
ing the full limit. This is taken as eyi- 
dence by the board that its coal tariff is 
too hich and that tnere 1s tou great @ Mar- 
gin for variations. The board suspects 
that this admits of discrimination and will 
go over the rates next Tuesday. 

Drawbacks on Tickets. 

On July, 29th the state commission will 
take up the question of requiring railroads 
to give passergers drawbacks in cases 
where fare is collected on the train at the 
rate of 4 cents a mile. his is asked for by 
some of the roads which want a check on 
their conductors. Under the present law 
the roads are allowed to collect 4 cents a 
mile from passengers who get on trains 
without having boipgnt tickets when they 
hed the opportunity to buy them. It is 
said by the representatives of some roads 
that all their conductors do not turn in 
these cash fares. A drawback allowing a 
passenger to recover the 1 cent a mile on 
presentation of his check would make the 
conductors turn in their collections to the 
company. There cre some passenger men, 
however, Who are opposed to the drawback 
system hecause they suy that pass2ngers 
ought to he discouraged from waiting until 
they get on the truin to pay their fare. 
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LOWER RATES TO NEW YORK. 


The Seaboard May Work Up a Crowd 
for the Bryan Meeting. 

The Seaboard’s passenger department is 
thinking of putting on very low rates from 
Atlanta to New York on the occasion of 
the Bryun ratification meeting. That will 
take place the first week in August. There 
is a strong desire on the pirt of democrats 
all through the south to be present 
at that meeting. It is also desired by the 
managers of the campaign to make the 
meeting aS vast as possible. 

If the rate is put on it is said that it 
will be a low one—low enough to let every- 
body go who wants to and has a spare 
dollar or two and a clean shirt. Possibly a 
special will be run. The outlook for an im- 
mense movement is flattering. Whether 
the other roads would ask the commis- 
sioner to make a special rate is unknown, 
but whether they do or not the chances 
are that the Seaboard will whoop up a 
huge crowd.

Prospective Victim Brought to Atlanta 


and Locked Up. 


CITIZENS WERE DETERMINED 


Conyers Comes Near Being the Scene 
of a Lynching—Negro Denies 
His Guilt. 


The peace and quiet of the little town 
of Conyers, thirty miles from Atlanta, 
came very near being disturbed by a lynch- 
ing bee day before yesterday, 

The prospective victim would probably 
never have lived to tell the tale if he 
had not been brought to Atlanta at a 


late hour Monday night and locked in the 


Fulton county jail for safe keeping. 

The prisoner who is the cause of the 
unusual disturbance is a negro of the 
name of Ed Aiken. He is about eighteen 
years old and is very black, with a sinis- 
ter expression. 

He attempted to assault the little daugh- 
ter of Mr. J. F. Harris, a prominent farm- 
er, who lives near Conyers, but was pre- 
vented by the screams of the girl. 

The assault occurred within a stone’s 
throw of Mr. Harris’s home, and the negro 

‘fas found about an hour later by Mr. 
larris and his son. He,.was turned over 
to the custody of the sheriff and securely 
locked in the jail. 

Miss Sallie Harris is the name of the un- 
fortunate young lady. She spent Sunday 
night with her grandmother, who lives 
about half a mile from the Harris home. 

bout daylight Monday morning she arose 
and ate breakfast. She then started for 
her father’s hodOuse alone, a little after sun 
rise. 

About this same time Ed Aiken came 
down the road in an opposite direction, on 
his way to Mr. Joe Maddox’s farm, about 
one mile from Conyers, where he is em- 
ployed. Just beyond Mrs. Harris’s home 
there is a deep hollow, with dense woods 
on each side, divided by a little creek. 
This is about 150 yards from the house. 

It was in this secluded spot that the ne- 
gro met the little girl. 

She screamed and ran. He followed her 
about fifty yards and then gave up the 
chase. The girl was terribly frightened 
and was almost prostrated as she rushed 
into the presence of the family and told 
of her frightful experience. 

Grabbed Their Shotguns. 

Mr. Harris and his son heard the story 
and were almost wild with rage. They 
took their shotguns, loaded with bucksot, 
and started down the road in pursuit of 
the negro. The two mén searched the 
woods for over an hour before they finally 
discovered Aiken. He made no effort to 
escape. ‘ 

Aiken acknowledged that he was the 
right man, claiming that he had meant the 
young lady no harm. The angry father and 
brother decided to let the law take’ its 
course. He was marched in front of the 
two guns into Conyers and lodged in the 
jail. 

Conyers has not experienced such an ex- 
citement in years as followed. In a very 
short while after the negro had been 
locked up the news began to spread. It 
swept over the town and throughout the 
country. In less than three hours after the 
negro had been caught lynching was freely 
talked of on all sides. 

By noon the excitement became intense. 
Excited citizens, prompted by the deter- 
mination to avenge the insult to their 
neignbor’s daughter, were seen conversing 
together at almost every corner and all 
were of the opinion that a rope was entire- 


ly too good for the brute, and they gave 


vent to thetr sentiments in unmistakable 
terms. 


Then it was that Sheriff Austin began to 


grow alarmed. He knew that the jail was 
very insecure and it would be an easy mat- 
ter for a mob to secure the prisoner. To- 
ward the middle of the afternoon citizens 
armed to the teeth, in buggies, wagons, on 


horseback and some on foot, began to come 


into the town from all directions. By 4 
o'clock the crowd had doubled and many 
were bent on lynching the prisoner that 
night. 

Aiken was then taken before Jutice Glenn 
and given a hasty preliminary hearing. 
Few witnesses were introduced. Miss Har- 
ris was not present. The negro was bound 
over to a higher court and was hastily 
taken back to jail. 

Sheriff Austin then realized that he must 
act, and that he must act quickly. He soon 
determined to bring Aiken to Atlanta for 
safe keeping. While the crowd was un- 
aware of the officer’s movements he quietly 
Slipped the negro out of the jail and took 
the late afternoon train for this city, ar- 
riving about an hour later. 

As Aiken was safely locked behind the 
strong bars he was greatly relieved. 

The negro will he held here until the 
next term of court in Conyers, which meets 
in a few weeks. The case has excited 
widespread attention and the outcome 
will be watched with much interest.

The Governor Preparing To Settle the 
Fate of Hanye. 

The governor did not act yesterday in the 
case of Arthur Hanye, as he was expected 
to do. He was busy on the convict lease 
case all day, but announced that he would 
make his decision this weeh. He will make 
it before Friday night, as he leaves Satur- 
day morning for Alabama. 
¢ Unless the governor grants him clemency 
Hanye has-but two weeks more of life. He 
realizes the gravity of his position and 
has begun to look forward to the worst, 
although he has not given up hope, 

A loyal fight is being made for the young 
man’s life by his relatives. His uncle and 
nephew, Charles Hanye, have been devot- 
ing much of their time since the killing 
to an earnest effort to save Arthur Hanye 
from hanging. They employed Messrs. Aus- 
tin & Park to defend him, collected evidence 
in his behalf and did all they could to pre- 
vent his’ conviction by the jury. When 
he was at last found guilty they busied 
themselves to save his neck. They circu- 
lated the petition addressed to the gov- 
ernor and obtained the signatures of the 
jurymen asking the governor to interfere 
in the case and commute Arthur Hanye’s 
sentence to life imprisonment. 

Governor Atkinson wrote to several of the 
jurymen, asking upon what representation 
they had signed the petition. Four replied 
saying that they had signed upon being 
assuhed that Solicitor Charles D. Hill and 
Judge John S. Candler would join in a re- 
quest for clemency. Mr. Charles Hanye 
made the statement upon what he consid- 
ered the very best authority and not with 
any intention to decieve the jurors. What 
weight .the statement of the jurors will 
have with the governor in determining the 
issue of life and death no one can say. 

Arthur Hanye is nervously awaiting the 
decision which means life or death to him. 
He 1s not in very high spirits and is not 
greatly cheered up by the visit of his 
Sriends. 

Governor Atkinson is still engaged in 
reading the record in the case and review- 
ing the evidence. 

“T do not know when I will announce my 
decision,’’ said the govefnor yesterday. “lI 
am reviewing the evidence and it may be 
several days before I take final action.” 

The record in the case is quite lengthy 
and the governor stated yesterday he would 
carefully review all the evidence before 
formulating an opinion. -

Governor Speaks in Opelika Saturday. 

Governor Atkinson will speak in Opelika 
Saturday in the interest of the democratic 
state ticket and he will rally the voters of 
that section of the state to the support of 
Colonel Johnston and his associates on the 
ticket.

He will then go in- 
to the international agreement question 
and tell his hearers whut this government 
can do towards breakiftfg away from for- 
eign tinancial influences and maintaining 
an independent financial policy. 


THEY MUST GO SLOW. 


Judge Calhoun Hits the Bicycle Mes- 
senger Companies. 

Judge Andy Calhoun struck the bicycle 
messenger companies of the city a hard 
blow in the recorder’s court yesterday af- 
ternoon. Unless some special provision is 
made by the city council this line of busi- 
ness will be practically broken up. 

The judge decided that the bicycle mes- 
Sengers were subject to the same laws 
as regards speed as other riders, and ex- 
pressed the determination of making them 
also conform to the ordinance. 

The law requires that no bicycler shall 
ride at a speed exceeding six miles an hour 
within the fire limits, or ten miles an hour 
outside the fire limits. This is considered 
by most of the wheelmen to be a very 
slow pace. 

The object of the bicycle messenger com- 
panies is to deliver messages and packages 
more quickly than the street cars or private 
conveyances could do. They are employed 
by the telegraph companies in delivering 
important telegrams, and also by druggists 
and physicians in cases of sickness where 
great haste is required. Judge Calhoun’s 
decision, however, virtually destroys the 
main sources of revenue in this business. 

A test case of this character was tried 
yesterday afternoon. A young white boy 
by the name of Frank Spencer, a messen- 
ger for the Southern Messenger service, 
Was arrested on Peachtree street last night 
by Officer Hudson. 

The officer stated the rider was going 
about twenty miles an hour and that the 
scorcher did not heed ‘his demand to-stop. 
Spencer was finally caught, however, and 
Was cited to appear at court. 

Mr. N. H. Eggleston, the manager of 
the messenger company, was present at the 
trial, and through his attorney, Mr. Boyls- 
ton, made a vigorous fight, not so much to 
prevent the young man from being fined, 
but in order to establish a precedent for 
the future in such cases. The defense 
sought to show that the rider was deliver- 
ing a bottle of medicine for a siek person 
and that it was necessary that the ride 
should be made as quickly as possible. 

It is within the power of the council to 
grant special permission to the messenger 


‘companies to allow their boys to ride fast- 


er than the required rate. It is said that 
there will be an organized effort on the 
part of the companies to secure such a per- 
mission. As to whether they will suc- 
ceed or not remains to be seen. There are 
several such companis in the city, and all 
are said to be doing a flourishing business. 

Until this special permit is granted, 
however, their messengers will have to “‘go 
slow” like the others.

Wollowing is the report for this 
eek: 
During the week just ended the weather 
has been damp and cloudy, with frequent 
nins and cool nights. While these con- 
jitions have not proved detrimental to most 
cotton has suffered considerably 
ith but few exceptions. The wet weather 
as caused the plant to weed very rapid- 
y, and reports of rust have increased ma- 
orially. Warm nights, less rain and more 
sunshine are badly needed by this crop. 
The corn crop, which had begun to show 
he bad effects of dry weather, has, during 
the past two weeks, come out wonderfully, 
and is now doing nicely. Early upland 
corn was never better. Owing to the wet 
and heavy condition of the land, cotton 
and late corn have not been plowed as 
they should have been, and as a conse- 
quence weeds are taking possession of 
many fields. So far cotton is shedding but 
jittle, but unless the weather becomes dry 
it is feared serious shedding will result, 
In the northern and central sections grapes 
are rotting badly, While in the southern 
gection they are said to be very fine and 
abundant. Early gardens are about ex- 
hausted and the preparation of fall gar- 
gens is now progressing. 


Northern Section. 


Plenty of rain and sunshine in the north 
gection of the state during the past seven 
days. The rains have been of very great 
benefit, except jin the lowlands, which 
have received too much moisture. The rains 
have been the making of the corn crop, 
and early upland corn was never better and 
js as good as the land will produce, The 
crop is nearly all in “roasting ear.’’ Cot- 
ton and late corn have not received enough 
plowing, Owing to the wet weather, and 
weeds are making considerable headway. 
Cotton is growing very fast and is shed- 
ding very few of its forms, but it is feared 
if the wet weather continues, that it will 
start to shedding. More peas were sown 
this year than usual, and they are look- 
ing well. Wheat has been worked and sor- 
ghum and gardens are in first-class condi- 
tion. Gardens, though, are considerably 
overrun by grass. Sweet potatoes are grow- 
ing vigorously. Large quantities of grapes 
gre reported as rotting on the vines. Pas- 
tures are now very rich and green. 


Central Section. 


Owing to incessant rains, the past week 
arm work 
and it is feared that cotton is being in- 
jured by too vigorous a growth and in 
some localities it has the rust. Corn has 
recovered from the recent high winds and 
floods and is looking much better than ex- 
pected. Sugarcane, potatoes and gardens 
are doing well.

Grapes are rotting badly, but 
etill there seems to be an over-production 
on the market, considering the price. Crops 
are about two weeks earlicr than usual 
and cotton is beginning to open.

Mississippi—Vicksburge: Local showers 
beneficial, Dut insufficient; cotton deterio- 
rating rapidly, and complaints of damage 
by shedding, premature opening of bolls and 
lice are increasing: corn short and seriously 
injured by drought: gardens and all minor 
crops suffering for moisture. 

Loulisiana—New Orleans: Drought severe 
in northern portions, some cotton failing 
and shedding leaves and forms, with ces- 
sation of growth and blooming at top; crops 
generally good in central portion and best 
Over south, where cane, cotton and corn 
are in good condition; rice improving. 

Tex alveston: The weather during 
the past week has been very favorable for 
cotton, the plant has taken a new growth 
and, as a rule, is fruiting well, although 
shedding is reported from a few localities: 
Picking continues in southwest portion of 
the state; late corn has been materially 
improved and in some sections is a fair 


| crop, but early corn is a very poor crop; 


more rain is needed in the southwest por- 
tion for the rice crop. 

Arkansas—Little Rock: Drought contin- 
ves and condition of cotton has fallen off 
in all sections of the state, the most se- 
rious damage being reported in southeast 
and central sections, where some blight 
and rust is reported, and considerable 
shedding; corn continues to deteriorate; a 
general soaking rain needed; all crops good 
in northeast portion. 

Tennessee—Nashville: Continued heavy 
rains in eastern and. middle portions dam- 
aged crops and delayed thrashing and hay- 
ing; large percentage of wheat and oats 
lost, sprouting in shock; corn, although in- 
jured, well generally; rains in middle por- 
tion caused frenching and spindling growth 
of tobacco; cotton has too much stalk; 
in western portion crop fine, except some 
rust.

BABY AND A SNAKE. 


Israel Barochof Is the Proprietor of a 
Pecoliar Sort of Show. 


WAS ARRESTED AND RELEASED 


The Little Boy Plays with the Rep- 
tile and Papa Takes Up a 
Collection. 


Frequenters of a South Broad street‘sa- 
loon were treated to a very unusual spec- 
tacle Monday about noon. 

A little three-year-old baby boy was 
seated on a table with a big and venemous 
looking South American rattlesnake coiled 
around its tiny arms and neck. A motley 
crowd was circled about the scene looking 
on in utter amazement. The snake would 
push its horrible head through the little 
boy’s curls and would salute the crowd 
with its wiry tongue. 

The baby handled the deadly reptile ap- 
parently without any fear, and it seems 
that the two have been trained to each 
other’s companionship for the entertain- 
ment of the public, and for the replenish- 
ment of the baby’s father’s purse. 

The name of the father is Israel Boro- 
choff, and he lives at 53 Gartrell street. 
He is a taflor by profession. 

It is hig custom to start out {fn the morn- 
ing with his baby, always fancifully at- 
tired, and his snake, and to visit the dif- 
ferent saloons of the city during the day 
and rake in the shekels. 

He usually finds in these places a crowd 
of beer drinkers, who are readily attracted 
by such a scene as he exhibits. He first 
takes the snake out of its little wooden 
box and then takes up a collection from 
the gang with the promise that the kid 
should do a kind of song and dance with 
the snake in its arms. Then occurs a 
scene that is rarely witnessed outside of a 
circus side show or a dime museum. 

While Borochoff was giving a perform- 
ance in a South Broad street saloon at 
noon Monday Policeman Thompson entered 
and was horrified at the spectacle. He 
immediately decided to place the trio under 
arrest, and conducted snake, baby and papa 
to the station house. 

The authorities consulted for some time 
as to what kind of a case to make against 
the man, and finally decided that there 
was no law to cover his misdemeanor and 
dismissed him. They were of the opinion, 
however, that Borochoff should either be 
run out of town with his business or be 
turned over to the Humane Society to be 
dealt with for cruelty to children. 

Borochoff attempted to explain at the 
station house that the snake was harm- 
less, and that it was only a pet in the 
family. He claimed that its fangs were 
removed and that it came from South 
America. 

The animal és about a yard long and has 
every appearance of being an old-fashioned 
Georgia rattlesnake with the exception of 
the head and rattles. It is about as dan- 
gerous looking a reptile as one cares to 
see.

SUNG WAR SONGS /An Uprecedented | 


Two Famous Regfments Hold a Reunion 
at Decatur. 


VETERANS OF 7TH AND 42D 


Many Soldiers Gathered To Enjoy the 
Stories the Veterans Had 
To Tell. 


The Seventh and Forty-second Georgia 
regiments held their annual reunion at 
Decatur yesterday jointly. There were sev- 
eral hundred old soldiers, the surviving 
inembers of each regiment present. 

The reunion was held in the large taber- 
nacle at Decatur and in the grove around, 
There were over 2,000 people present. The 
greater number were Decatur and De- 
Kalb county citizns, though there were a 
number form several adjoining counties. 
The Atlanta and Fulton county contingent 
figured conspicuously in the day’s proceed- 
ings. 

The joint -reunion was called to order 
by Captain Richard Powell, of the Seventh, 
of DeKalb county, owing to the absence 
at that time of the president, Colonel C. 
K. Maddox. Hon. J. W. Mayson, mayor 
of the progressive little town of Decatur, 
was introduced and he spoke Decatur’s 
welcome to the soldiers and their friends. 
lt was a short but well delivered speech. 
In earnest words he welcomed the ex-con- 
federates to Decatur in behalf of her citi- 
zens. After Mayor Mayson sat down Judge 
Clay Jones was introduced by President 
Maddox, who had arrived, 

Judge Jones is judge of the county court 
of DeKalb. He is a fine orator and his 
eloquent words were loudly cheered by 
the old soldiers. Judge Jones was a 
private in Company B, Seventh Georgia 
regiment. 

Colonel L. P. Thomas, commander of the 
Forty-second regiment, spoke next. This 
speech came immediately after dinner. He 
made an eloquent and touching speech. 
He reterred many times to the battles in 
which the Forty-second had fought in the 
western army under General Johnston. 
His vivid pictures of the battles were read- 
ily recognized by the members of the regi- 
ment, and their faces glowed with excite- 
ment as he pictured them even as on the 
days of the fights, 

Judge Lowndes Calhoun, member of the 
Forty-second regiment, addressed the 
meeting just before dinner. His speech 
caused tears to fill the eyes of the old 
soldiers with whom he had fought. He 
spoke of the many monuments the con- 
federates are building in commemoration 
of their dead and commended their action. 
The meeting took a recess for dinner at 
an early hour, as it had begun to look like 
rain. In the grove surrounding the taber- 
nacle were long tables upon which was 
spread a mixture of a barbecue and a 
basket dinner. The dinner was the prep- 
aration of a committee of DeKalb citizens, 
consisting of the following gentlemen: 
G. A. Ramspeck, J. W. Mayson, M. A. 
Candler, W. M. Ragsdale, W. F. Patillo, 
J.-P. Crockett, W. W. Braswell, Z. T. 
Wright, H. C. Austin, J. L. Johnson, J. 
J. McCoy, A. J. Haywood, J. D. Dunwody, 
l.. M. Cassells, W. B. Henderson, C..W. 
Smith, W. D. Harden, T. J. Hightower, 
J. W. McWilliams, 

The soldiers were met, upon arriving at 
Decaiur, by the ‘“‘Sunflower Brigade,” 
sisting of a large number of young ladies 
of Decatur, who had in store heaps of 
beautiful bouquets, which they pinned 
upon the lapels of the soldiers’ coats. 


The Rebel Yell and ‘Dixie.’ 

During the day Captain Culpeper’s band, 
Which furnished the music for the occa- 
sion, played ‘‘Dixie’’ and the soldiers sent 
up their rebel yeg—the same rebel vell as 
was heard at the first battle or Manassas 
and at other places, a little coarser per- 
haps, but the same yell. It is perhaps, 
as one of the speakers said, the strains of 
“Dixie’’ will ever inspire in the hearts of 
ex-confederates the feeling they 
and will ever be the signai tor ihe 
yell. 

suisness meetings of both regiments 
were held separately. The [Forty-second 
elected the followtny officers: President, 
Colonel L. P. Thomas; secretary, Dr. W. 
M. Durham; executive committee, B. EF. 
Walker, Colonel W. H. Hulsey, Judge 
Lowndes Calhoun, Henry Y. Snow and 
W. T. Smith, of Gwinnett. ‘This regiment 
will hold their reunion next year at Nor- 
cross on July 22d. They hold it on this 
date to celebrate the anniversary of the 
battle of Atlanta. The Seventh will meet 
next year In Atlanta. “They will meet July 
Zist to celebrate the anniversary of the 
first battle of Manassas. The new officers 
elected in this association are: Lieutenant 
Robert Davis, president; br. Hape, vice 
president; C. W. Wells, secretary, 

The reuntoOn was characterized by the fa- 
millar scenes of groups of soldiers stand- 
ing in the grove telling war tales and 
“fighting the battles over again.’”” There 
were many veterans in the crowd. who 
belonged to neither of the two regiments. 
The Thirty-eighth was well represented. 
A life size picture of General ‘lige’ An- 
derson, the brigadier general under whom 
both regiments fought during the war, 
hung in front of the speaker’s stand. The 
veterans were glad to see the face of their 
brave general, even though it was only 
in the artist’s work. Each regiment had 
the flag under which they were led to bat- 
tel in war time. They were tattered and 
torn, especially that of the Forty-second, 
which was borne through the battle of At- 
lanta. These regiment fags were made and 
presented by the fair hands of women, the 
mothers, daughters and sweethearts of 
the members of the regiments, 


A BOY’S SAD DEATH.

Lamar Loftin, the eldest son of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Loftin, died yesterday morning 
at the family residence on Fourteenth 
street.
